Barly in April, 1948, you advised me that the following 
funds are provided in your estimates, 1948-49, for the above-named 
school; 


“New roothouse and painting and 
repairs to staff rooms and 
residence $3,000.00 


Refrigeration equipment 850.00" 


I have just received word from this school that they are 
worried about the roothouse as your local Agent informs them that he 
hes not yet received any authority for this work. I can assure you, 
from personal inspection, thet the present structure is not onl 
useless but is unsafe for anyone to enter. As the school has re acres 
of potatoes planted, in addition to other vegetables, it is of great 
importance that the roothouse be rebuilt before the crops are harvested 
and it is requested, therefore, that your Agent be given authority to 
proceed with the work of rebuilding #s early es possible. 


The report from the school also contains the following: 


"There are several small repair jobs around the school 
which really should be attended to while the children 
are away; for oxample, some tables in the children's 
dining room need bracing and a few extra tacks and & 
coat of paint. Some places in the lower part of the 
dining room walls need patching with plaster and the 
whole lower half painting. The wash rooms need cement 
repairing, the kitchen also should have a coat of paint 
on the lower part and the floors of the halle and stairs 
around the battleship linoleum need stein varnishing, etc. 
etc."

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It is requested that your Agent be authorized to have these 
minor repairs and painting carried out during the holidey period this 
sumer. It is not very desirable to have wet paint around while small 
children are in residence if this can be avoided by carrying out the 
work when they are away.

I grant 
you there has been a lot of work done here over the past year or 50, 
thus I am forwarding the account to the Office for your consideration 
and have assured Mr. Lunn that he will not be delayed mach longer 
in his payment as he has already waited 4 considerable length of time."

contamination from the top, 

Two samples of water taken for bacteriolo¢ical amlysis 
(see attached) indicated the water to be of good bacteriological 
quality.

In my letter of the lst ultimo, I intimated that a 
grein cleaner would be required for our St. Cyprian School 
this Spring, and I now beg to recuest that authority be given 
me to purchase this item of equipment. The kind required will 
be the same as you anthorized me to purchase for our Onion 
Lake School (see your letter Dec. 21st, 1928, 115-1-14), namely, 
a 32" grain cleaner with barley gang and bagger. The cost 
would be approximately $51.20 f.o.b. Winnipeg. The freight 
would probably not exceed $8.00 from here to Brocket. 


In addition to this item of equipment, the Acting 
Principal of this School has also requested that the following 
fencing material be provided at once, namely, 


250 split cedar fence posts, 
1 keg staples, long size, 
200 lengths 2 x 4 x12, to be used for the 
ornamental fence roung the School. 


As the above items were included in our list of requirements to be 
provided by your Department this year, 1 trust that I may have 
authority to purchase the same in the immediate future.

Report on attempted burning of Girls' Home. 
S 4 


On the evening of Thursday the 20th. day of Octber an at- 
tempt was made by the girls to burm their home, but the fire was 
happily discouraged before any serious damage was done. 


The cause which led to the fire-- There seems to have been some 

dissatisfaction among tne bigger girls hecause it had been 

found imperative to make certain changes which tended to improve 
the discipline and thus place te general tone of the school

wing ready to be fired as soon as it was dark enough to escape 
possible detection, but as no opportunity was afforded before 
prayers it was decided to see what could be done after, 

The usual hour for prayers is at 7 pe. m- but as Mr. Gale 
not return to the school till 7.I5 p. m. prayers were delayed 
in consequence and the prayer bell did not ring before 7,45.

The lighting--Two girls--Lucy Gladstone and Norah Eagle Speaker-- 
asked permission to go outside and leave was given then, e 
matron waiting at the door for their return. In the meanwhile 
Luch Welch got out of the kitchen window (assisted | 3essie 
Moccasin, the girl who laid the fire) lit the fire and returned 
without detection. The two girls who were out saw the fire but 
made no effort to extinguis': it, nor did they give the alarm. 


How t fire progressed--Mre. Gale who was living in the girls’ 
home at lat time was putting her two children to bed in the east 
wing and her husband remarked when he went into her room that 
there was a smell of smoke in the house; he went down to the kit- 
chen to find it full of smoke altho’ 4 girls were working there. 
He remarked about the smoke but thinking that the stoves were 
smoking thought little more about it and went back to his wife's 
room. About I5 minutes after the little giris whe were in their 
dormitory between she two wings found it impossible to stay in 
their room. The girls downstairs began to speak of the thick 
smoke and Mr, Gale went down to find the whole house filled. 
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He unlocked the kitchen dor ad walked outside--what was his 
surprise to see a sheet of flame shooting up the outer wall.

Since my coming to this agency I have noticed 
also the following attitude amongstIndians , that they otght 
to receive something,cash, in return for their placing 2 
child in school;I also understand that in times past the 
principal in his zeal has loaned the father some sum not 
expecting the loan to be repaid. In fubure it will not be 
necessary for gymumxto res ort to any action of this kind, 

Also I have found that sometimes Indians were

I am enclosing you copies of cireulers sent out fro m 
this office re Indian edugation. The two schools on the 
reserve have now the largest attendance in their history, 
one has an enrollment of 55 one 62. I.have now 5 applications 
taken by myself which will be sent the respectative 
principals upon thier return to the schools from vacation, 

I will experience no difficulty in getting recruits for the 
schools the only difficulty will be that the schools will 
not accomodate all of the children that can be placed in 
them . I am roing to do my part at least in making this year 
coming the bamar year for the Indian schools here, Our 
difficulty from this time on will be to receive accomodation 
for the children. But I do hope thet the standard of 
efficiency can be generally raised thru the int roduction 

of increased numbers, 

I have experience some difficulty heee thru the 
truancy of children from the schools . I had exhausted 
patience in talking to the parents,finally finding a parent 
who deliberately took his child from school without leave 
I sent him to jail for ten days . The stopped the truancy 
instahtéer.Also some difficulty has been experiencedbthru 
the elaboraté promises made some years ago by principals 
tp parents. The Principal and agent having changed the

All of the buildings, except the girls home, 
were repainted this season, The interior of all buildings 
have been kalsomined, ‘The floors of both the boys and girls 
homes have also been painted, since an increased number 
of pupils have been admitted an additional dormitory has 
been furnished for the senior boys, also a small reading 
room." Fifty pupils are now provided, but Mr. Markle 


does not say how many more could be accommodated. Mr.

Agent Dilworth gives the cubic contents of the boys’ and 
girls’ dormitories, which will accommodate 62 pupils. In 
addition to these there are tWo, rooms in the hospital 
puiilding which can be used as a dormitory without in any 
way interfering with the hospital ward and which would 
accommodate nine additional pupils. You will thus see 
that there is ample room for the extra number asked for. 
Mr, Markle also says that the school is 
running with less friction and that there have been fewer 
children and parents complaining thab during past times 
and that the staff of the school is stronger than it has 
been for some years, Miss Glover, the teacher, holds a 
first-class certificate. He states that the crops were 
a failure last year and they were obliged to purchase 
hay. little if anybhing was made by the farming operations 
and they would need all the grant earners the school could 
accommodate, Mr. Agent Dilworth 4180 states that the 
school has made great strides for the better during the 
past year and that with the addition of a man teacher and 
a seamstress the efficiency of the school would be greatly

Basing my opinion on what was seen here, I would 
grade Mrs. Robertson es a teacher among the lowest of the 
low. ‘She is without question the most un@bservant teacher 
I have ever seen in a classroom, Most terchers will make 
some ettermpt at least to keep the pupils who are left at 
their seats employed at work of some kind, But when Mrs. 
Roberteon dismisses a class she is done with it. ‘he pu- 
pils take their seats and with nothing in the wor to do 
they sit there gazing around the room and waiting for 
long minutes to drag by, when recess er noon will bring 
a@ welcome break in the dull, dead monotony of the class- 
room, Fully ninety per cent of the time of the pupils is 
spent in this empty, listless, soul-paralyzing sort of 
existence.” 


Nor is her instruction much better. For example, 
in a spelling lesson taught to Grade 11, several words 
were written on the board and the pupils were asked to 
spell. The pupils spelled each word a number of times in 
concert, some looking t the word in the list, and others 
looking in all directions, were merely keeping company with 
the rest. Then they were required to spell the words in- 
dividually and orally without looking at the voard, One 
pupil spelled *pirds" bride. The teacher repeated the 
error “b-rei-d-8" somewhat sarcastically and then said, 
“You spell it" The pupil spelled “pe r-i-d-8", Then to 
another she said “You spell it* The pupil spelled “per-i-d-58" 
Then the teacher went to the board and wrote down, spelling 
as she did so "prides" and said is that the way to spell 
birds. Look at it. 


Comment is needless. Suffice it to say that this 
is .typical of ner teaching.

Your letter,deted April 2nd, seriel number 103-1-1, in reply 
to our request for an increase in the rate of the per capita grant for the 
new St.Paul's Indian Residential School, wes submitted to our iixecutive 
Committee at its meeting yesterday. The Committee instructed me to emphasize 
the following points;- 


(1) Thet the M.S.C.C., under its current sanctioned estimates 
for Indian Residentiel Schools, without provision for the increased cost of 
the New St.Paul's School, is under an obligation to provide, in cash, or in 
the form of cagh values of clothing end supplies, ® total eum for the year 
of $51,570.00.. It follows,therefore, thet any re-classification of the 
schools which may be made cennot result, if the Church of England is to 
carry on, in eny lessening of the amounts now payable,in the form of per 
cepite grants, to the various schools sdministered by this Society. The reve 
ision, if made on general lines, must, of necessity, be in an upward rather 
then in e downward direction. 


(2) The new St.Paul's School and the new wethodist School 
near Hdmonton ere, as far as our information goes, similar in all respects 
connected with the cost of sdministretion. There exists, therefore, in our 
opinion, no possible grouné on which these schools could be placed, under 
any re-classification, in different groups. We feel,further, that we heave, 
in consequence, @ very strong claim in repeating our request thet the new 

t.Paul's School should be placed at once on the same scale of per capita 

grants as thet being allowed for the new Methodist School at Ldmonton; the 
scale in question being, we understend, the seme as thet now being paid to 
the Elkhorn Institution. 


I am very pleased to know that the enrollment of the School 
hes been increased to 125; it will,however, be probably some time before this 
total ig reeched, and in any case the additional pupils mean @ dec ided 
increase under #11 the headings of the estimates sdopted.

Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I have the honour to report on the 
affairs at the schools on the Blood Reserve. As you 
were there at the end of August and inspected both 
schools, you know what conditions are like, and I 
will confine my remarks principally to the school 
attendance. 

Both buildings are in first class 
condition, being practically new. The only trouble is 
that the rain seeps through the brick work at both 
schools. fPhis matter was discussed with you and the 
Deputy Superintendent General. 

With reference to the cupboards, shelving, 
awning, etc., and 200 barrel cistern at St. Paul's 
School, this has all been attended to, as per your 
instructions. Mr. Weston is doing the work and the 
cistern was under way when I left. We had also obtained 
prices on the material for the cupboards and shelving. 
As near as I could figure, the cistern will cost about 
$400.00, probably $450.00, and the cupboards and 
shelving, etc., will cost about the same. 

New flooring is to be put in the two 
playrooms at the R. 0. School. This is to be a cement 
covering with master mix and will be the same as the 
floors at the St. Raul's School and I must say they are 
most satisfactory. This is the kind of flooring that

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the Reverend Principal wanted. I did not get 4 price 
on this work as Mr. Weston agreed to do it on & 10% 
basis, which I thought was satisfactory. 

Shortly after you left the Agency, I 
received a list, from the two Principals, of children 
who had not returned to school after the holidays, also 
a list of children who were of school age and had not 
been enrolled in the schools. I found therewere someée~- 
thing like 75 children on the two lists, and I must say 
that I spent a greet deal of time rounding these children 
up. I first saw most of the Indians and notified them 
that they would have to send their children back to echool, 

and explained to them that all children of school 

age must attend. This brought in some of the children. 
There wore, however, & number of Indians who seemed to 
have no intention of placing their children in school, 
and I finally had to have the Police notify them all 
in writing, as well as seeing them agein myself. This 
brought all the children in who had previously attended, 
as well as a number of the children who were of school 
age and had not previously attended school. When I left 
the Agency, there were very few children of school agé 
who had not been signed up in either of the schools. 
When examined, Quite 4 number of the children were 
found to be not physically fit. These, of course, were 
not placed in school. ‘The parents of a few children 
who were only 7 years of age signed up for them while 
I was there and they are to be placed in the schools 
as soon as threshing is over. I think the attendance 
4s now fairly satisfactory as there are only a few 
children at large who have not been enrolled. 


There is, however, & lot of desertion 


going on at the schools, especially at the R.C. School. 
During the 
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During the last month some of the boys seemed to be 
continually getting away. In some cases, they are 
brought back by the parents, but we have to secure 
the services of the Police to bring others back. To 
give you an instance, I had « great deal of trouble 
in getting Joe Crow Spreads His Wings, & voy of 17, 
into the school. I visited his grandfather's place 
several times, where he stays, but the boy always 
avoided me. I finally got him ina week ago last 
Monday. At the same time the police scout brought 

in the son of Bob Steel, who had not returned to 
school; we had been after this boy several times. The 
same evening both boys ran away from the school. The 
Monday before that, 1 believe four boys got away in 
one evening, and a week aid not pass but what some boy, 
sometimes three or four, would get away. 

I do not know the reason for this 
truancy. The boys evidently feel they can get away 
easily and take advantage of it. The man in charge of 
the boys at the Re. Ce School certainly could do a lot 
more than he is doing to keep the boys from getting 
away. My own opinion is that he is lazy and would 
rather read a book than be around where the boys are 
playing. The school authorities seem to be under the 
impression that if the children run away, it is up to 
the police to bring them back. The Department can well 
understand that the police soon get fed up when they 
are called upon to bring the same boys back time 
after time. 

While I was there, there was very little 
truancy at St. Paul's School, but about two weeks ago 


Mr. Middleton, the Principal, left for kastern Canade, 


and 
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ana a few days after he left, Mise MieGarry, the matron 
in charge, called lr. Pugh up, saying that they were 
having trouble at the school with some of the poys. 
The Agent immediately went to the school and 
investigated the matter. He found that one of the 
poys had struck liiss Neville, the poys' matron, in the 
face. This boy was about 15 years old. Another boy, 


about 17, told him to hit her again, which I believe 


he aia. ff the matter had not been straightened up 


{immediately by the Agent, who happened to be in the 
office at the time the school called up, there would 
have been more trouble a8 lire gmith, the Farming 
Instructor, is not capable and certainly cannot handle 
the boys when the Principal is away. I do not consider 
it just the right thing for a Principal to leave the 
school without 4 competent man in charge. Liss UcGarry, 
the matron, is certainly capable, but where there are 

a lot of big boys, from 16 to 18 years of age, it takes 
a man to supervi sé them properly, and I am of the 
opinion that the Departme nt should take strong 
exception to the principal of any school being away 
without leaving & competent man in chergé. 

On my next visit to the Agency, I will 
again check up on the list of children who aré of school 
age and not attending, and as I have done 4 lot of 
recruiting for these two schools, having spent a great 
deal of time on it when I was in charge in 1926, a8 
well as this fall, I cannot suggest anything further 
in the manner of recruiting. The Principals have 
suggested appointing & scout for each schoole Il cennot 
see that this would be any improvement on what we have 


now as we have the services of the police at McLeod, 


Lethbridge 


Watling Liat 
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Lethbridge and Cardston, and the officer in charge at 
Lethbridge certainly acted whenever I asked him to and 
gave me all the assistance in his power. I do not 
think scouts would be nearly as effective,if they were 
simply under the supervision of the school, as the 
police have an Indian scout in Cardston, as well as 
Lethbridge. The only thing I have to suggest is that 
it might be well to send some of the worst offenders 
amongst the boys at the R.C. School, say to Lebret, and 
one or two from St. Paul's School to Elkhorn. If the 
Department gave the Agent authority to do this, he would 
be in a better position to deal with the matter if he 
found it necessary. I think this probably would have 
a good effect. 

In conclusion, I might state that in 
my opinion, I think it would be in the interests of 
the school children if the proposed arrangements, which 
were discussed when Jou and Dr. Scott were at the 
gency, that Dr. Molloy be appointed as Medical Officer 


f the two schools, be carried out.

Reverend Sir,- 


I wish to quote, in part, from a recent report of 
the Inspector of Indian Agencies following a visit to the 
St. Paul's Indian Residential School. 


"If the matter had not been straightened 
up immediately by the Agent, who happened to be 
in the office at the time the school called up, 
there would have been more trouble as Mr. Smith, 
the Farming Instructor, is not capable and certain- 
ly cannot handle the boys when the Principal is 
away. I do not consider it just the right thing 
for a Principal to leave the school without a com- 
petent man in charge. Miss McGarry, the matron, 
is certainly capable but where there are a lot of 
big boys, from 16 to 18 years of age, it takes a 
man to supervise them properly and I am of the 
opinion that the Department should take strong 
exception to the Principal of any school being away 
without leaving a competent man in charge." 


May I point out that a Principal should report to 
the Department if he desires leave of absence at any time 
other than the pupils' holiday period. Further, proper ar- 
rangements for the conduct of an institution should be made 
if the Principal is to be away from his duty.

With further reference to your letter of Nov. 12th Wo. 
103=1-1 and my reply to the same on Nov. 16th I beg to inform 
you that I referred the extract from the report of the Inspector 
of Indian Agencies on his visit to the St. Paul's School, to 
the Principal of this institution and requested him to furnish 
me with a statement in connection with the same. In his reply 
dated Nov. 22nd, he furnishes me with a copy of the written 
notice he presented to Mr. Indian Agent Pugh on Oct. llth 
relating to his approaching visit to Easter Canada and the 
arrangements he had made for the supervision of the work during 
his absence. He also states that the Inspector of Indian 
Agencies was aware of these arrangements as the Indian Agent 
4nformed him of the same the day he received them. 


With regard to the “trouble” at the school, the Principal 
states that the details of the case were of a minor character 
and were confined to the insubordination of a junior boy who 
was backed up in his conduct by one of the seniors. He expresses 
surprise that the name of Mr. Smith, the farming Instructor 
should have been mentioned in the report as the boys were not 
under his supervision in his department of the work when the 
incident occurred, nor was he in any way connected with the case. 
My,..Smith is a very energetic and competent farming Instructor, 
but Mr. Wilson, the engineer, and not Mr. Smith had charge of all 
the departments of the wrk during the Principal's absence with 
the exception of those which came directly under the Head Matron 
in the main school building. 
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As I received no report of any serious trouble at this 
School when I visited it on Oct. 2lst last and have every reason 
to believe that satisfactory discipline was being maintained 
I am of the opinion that no further action is necessary in this 
connection.

Dealing with Srig-‘eneral tewart's letter of 
March 12th. I beg to report as follows. 


“e ean hardly improve on the answers which were 
sent to certain questions asked by the Chiefs of the Blood 
Mand, and I think it would not be useful to endeavour 
to expand these answerse I do not think any particular 
good would come of a visit to Ottawa of these Chiefs 
accompanied by their agent, and it would not be possible 
for me to go out there now. I know it would be productive 
of good if you could make it convenient this summer to see 
that reserve and to meet the chiefa, If you could be certain 
of such a visit it would be well to promise it, but if not, 
4t would not be wise to say anything about it. 


I am not at all satisfied with the condition of 
this reserve. The Indians are difficult to handle. I know 
we have an excellent agent in Mr. Pughe At interview which 
I would have with them I would point out the fact that until 
they settle down and refrain from attending stampedes and fairs 
and attend to their farming work and cattle, they cannot 
expect to make any progress or attain comfortable circumstances. 
They are giving themselves up more and more to the aboriginal 
customs and the seeret societies are playing havoc with any 
good that our educational system may inculeate. I am very 
loath to recommend repressive measures but it is almost 
useless for us to expend money in the West unless the Indians 
ean be controlled.

Dear General Stewart: 


I have your letter of the 20th instant, 
with enclosures, with reference to a situation on 
the Blood Keserve, near Cardston, Alta. The church 
rivalry on this reserve is very keen. Thirty years 
ago, after both churches interested had been labouring 
in the field for many years, there were about 100 
Church of England Indians and a like number of Roman 
Catholics, the rest - approximately 1000 - being 
classed as pagan. Today, there are about 550 Anglicans 
and a like number of Catholics and only 100 odd pagans. 
Of course, this competition between the churches leads 
to many probl 3, ich are difficult of solution. 
This is particularly true when the principals of the 
two Indian residential schools are recruiting pupils, 
and I propose, first, to ref to those enclosures 
with your letter which deal with the school question. 


Some of the Indians on this 

take the white man's religion very se j 

when they have a pupil old enough for school, 

have been known to play one principal against the other 

and to accept church rites from both. Then, there is 

the vexed question of Indian marriages. A mother will 

remove herself with her young children from her first 

husband and will take another who is perhaps a commun- 

icant of the other church. In a year or two, we find 

both schools claiming the children. Further, the 

adoption of children is common in Indian communities 

and, sometimes, it is very difficult to decide between 
Ta the rights of the natural ani foster parents. To

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complicate matters still further, very often, the 
ecclesiastical law does not harmonize with civil law, 
and, of course, the Department, when making decisions, 
must be guided by the practice of Canadian courts. 

With the assistance of the Department of Justice, there 
have been prepared regulations concerning the admission 
of children to Indian residential schools. 


With reference to the case of Annie Chief 
Moon, who has been admitted to the Catholic School, I 
may say that the father, on his deathbed, received last 
rites of both churches and, consequently, both prin- 
cipals are claiming his children. He has been dead for 
4+ years and the widowed mother's wishes must be given 
some prominence. A full sister was admitted to the 
Catholic school nearly 3 years ago, and the Anglican 
missionaries have not protested. The Indian Agent 
was asked if he thought Annie, upon graduation, would 
likely go home to her mother, who is now cohabiting with 
a Catholic Indian. He replied that this was the 
probability. In view of these facts and the desirability 
of having the sisters educated in the same religion, the 
Department decided to approve of her admission to the 
Catholic school. 


Whenever a religions case is really difficult 
of solution, one or other of the reverend principals of 
the Indian residential schools is sure to be dissatisfied 
with the Department's decision. I wish to refer to two 
Indian girls who were admitted by the Department to the 
Anglican School, in spite of the protest of the Reverend 
Father in charge of the Roman Catholic School. He 
carried the matter to his Provincial Superior, the head 
of the Oblate Order at Edmonton, who placed it in the 
hands of a firm of lawyers. The protest, which was in 
considerable detail, was duly received and carefully 


- considered, 
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considered, but the Department did not change its 
decision. I refer first to the case of Irene Chief 
Mountain, who was left at the Blood hospital when the 
mother died in childbirth. This rl was raised by 
the Roman Catholic Sisters there, but, when the irl 
became old enough to go to sch , the father refused 
to relinquish his paternal right to direct her 
religions education. Irene was placed in the Anglican 
School and is still there. The second case is that of 
Agnes Crop Eared Wolf, or Night Gun. Father Nuaux 
contended that Crop Eared Wolf, the father, who was 
Roman Catholic, should have the right to dictate 
concerning his child's religious education. The

I mention these cases to show that prin- 
cipals of the two schools on this reserve are some~ 
times disappointed in t! Department's decisions. 
Concerning the case referr 4 to in your enclosures, 
it is the Principal of the St. Paul's, the Anglican 
School, who is dissatisfied. As already mentioned, 
department officers eive these cases very careful 
consideration and always decide as they believe 4a 
civil court in the province would rule. 


With reference to partment hospital on 
the Blood reserve, I am informe h he Sisterhood 


- of the Roman 
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of the Roman Catholic Church established a hospital 
on thie reserve about thirty years aco and they have 
confucted it in a most efficient manner. ‘hen the 
In@ians moved to the southern part of the reserve, 
anf when the ol4 buildings were proving quite 
inadequate for the de made upon them, the 
Department decided to erect a new building near 
Cardston and to continue the superintendence of the 
Sisterhood in acknowledgment of their pioneer work 
and their devotion to the Indians. 


Regulations were made for the freest use 
of the hospital by Infians of all denominations: no 
@lergyman of any denomination is permitted to reside 
at the hospital; no religious emblems or pictures 
are allowed on the outside or in the wards of the 
building: freedom must be allowed for religious 
pervioces and ministrations of all denominations 
the Indian agent is responsible for the conduct of 
the institution. 


As 1 am informed that the hospital ie being 
operated efficiently, 1 would not be Anelined to 
make any change in the management. If the clergymen 
on the reserve will cooperate in a friendly spirit 
in educational and hospital matters, I think there 
should be Little cause for complaint.

I have the honour to report on an 
insvection made at the St. Paul's School in the Blood 
Agency. In this instance the same avovlies as to the St. 
Mary's School: I did not inspect the class room6 as I 
intend to do that during the winter. I did, however, 
go over the school, their farm and garden, &c., and went 
into the general administration of the institution. 

At the time of my visit there were 
127 children in residence and T was quite interested to 
note that there were 7 in Grade VIII, 3 in Grade as; 2 
in Grade X, and 1 in Grade XI; This certainly speaks 
well for the echool,. At present one girl is training 
for a nurse in the General Hospital at Nelson, B.C., and 
is in her third year; another girl is to take up nursing 
in Grace Hospital in Winnipeg, and begins her training 
this fall. 

The boy cadets at the school won 
fifth prize for the Dominion of Canada in the St. John's 
Ambulance Corps. The girls of the school won fourth vrize 
for the Dominion. The girls are taught sewing and general 
house-work end cooking, but they do not do any of the milk- 
ing.

I must congratulate the school manage 
the grounds around the school. After the school was built, 
Canon Middleton, the Principal, secured @ man from the ex- 
perimental farm at Lethbridge to lay out 4 plan for the 
grounds, end in earrying out this plan Canon Middleton has 
certainly met with great success, A terrace hes

Dear Doctor McGill: 

I have the honour to report on an inspec- 
tion of the St. Paul's Indian Residential School on the 
Blood Reserve, where I spent a whole day. 

At the time of my inpsection there were 
129 children in residence, There are three classrooms 
in the School, and the following number of children 
were in the higher grades: 


5 in Grade VIII None in Grade X, and 
3 in Grade IX 1 in Grade XI. 


The Public School Inspector, will, of 
course, report in due course on the classroom work, 
but I spent a couple of hours in each class, and in 
my opinion the work is being performed very satisfac~ 


torily. The teachers in each room seem to be very 


well qualified to perform the work assigned to them. 


The children all looked exceptionally 
well, and there was no sickness amongst them at the 
time of my visit. They are well fed and well clothed, 
In looking over their supplies I found that each child 
has three changes of clothing. They are all kept 
clean, and present a very healthy and tidy appearance, 
BUILDING: The building itself ie in first class 
shape throughout, and is kept that way at all times, 
Doctor Harold W. McGill, The furniture...

The furniture is all well taken care of and in good 
order. The bed clothes, &c., were fresh and clean 
and all dormitories were in splendid order, 
MACHINERY: 

I found the boilers, laundry machinery 
and lighting plant in good shape, outside of the 
general wear and tear on the lighting plant, which 
has been in operation ever since the school was 


built. 


I happened to be at the school on Mon- 
day, which is their wash-day, and was glad to note 
that although the greater part of the washing was 
done by machinery, several of the older girls were 
washing by hand, A great deal of the ironing was 
also done by the ordinary flat irons, 

The girls are also taught to bake 
bread by the old method, and they are given a gen- 
ergl knowledge of cooking. They do the cleaning up 
around the school, as well, and they are also taught 
sewing. Therefore, mostof them, when they leave 
school, are properly prepared to take up ordinary 


household duties, 


These are all in a good state of repair. 
More outbuildings are, of course, required: For instance 
@ utility building where a proper repair shop could be 
overated. This, I do not suppose, will be granted for 


a few years under present conditions, 


The school had a fair crop this year:

Hodgson of Macleod it is evident 
that there is urgent need that some provision be made for 
the education of the children in the vicinity of Brocket. 

I find that officials of the Indian Agency 
residing in houses provided by the Yominion Government 
have at least thirteen children of echool age. 1 find 
also that the number of children of school age living on 
the UePek. right-of-way in Brocket is two; that the 
number of children living om road allowances is two, while 
there are no children of school age in the homes of those 
situated on land leased from the Indian sxeserve. A short 
distance west of Brocket there is an area which would be 
ample to form into @ school district but a school placed 
in the centre of that district would be too far for the 
Brocket children to attend. 

Imasmuch as taxes cannot be levied on Crown 
lands the usual method of financiag @ district at Brocket

}0 a month, so he cannot afford to send his children 
iway to be educated. Yea live near Stand Off which would 
be a good point for a school. Unfortunately the settlers 
in the vicinity of Stand Off have very few children of 
school age at the present time, so that sufficient children 
of school age are not numerous enough to warrant the 
erection of a school at Stand Off. 
Now what Mr.Graham and I propose is that 
we pay between us $200 a year toward defraying the expenses 


of hiring « teacher with a school room free 4s our houses 


are very large. Mr.Graham further agrees to board and lodge 


the teachers free. 
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ve ask that the balance of the teacher's salary be made up 
by a grant from the Education Department. 

As we are employees of the D,minion 
Jovernment & grant for the edusation of our children should 
be made by the Department of the Interior. We nave already 
asked for some grant from Ottawa but we have not been 
successful. This is 4@ serious matter and the children of 
the employees of the Reserve should not be allowed to grow 
up without any education whatever. A erant is given by the 
Dominion Jovernment for the education of Indian children 
out not for the white children who are compelled to reside 


on the Reserve. 
We hope that your Department will take 


this matter up with the Minister of the Interior and see 
if something cannot pe done for our relief.

This is a matter that should be dealt with: the 
cost will not be a matter of such serious moment. 
The neglect of these children is absolutely indefensible 
and the Provincial Government is helpless in the matter 
unless we simply provide, in the nature of a gift from 
the people of the Province, schools and education for 
these children. 


The former Minister made a proposal to pay to any 
school established in this connection, the sum of $100 
per year. This Government has decided now to make & 
better offer and to any such school, run in accordance 
with the school law, we will pay the usual grant to @ 
rural school in this Province, namely $200 yearly, 
providing ef course the school is operated for the full 
year. I shall be glad to have 4 definite decision from 
your Government et an early date.

I have your letter of April 18th with regard to the 
school facilities on Indian Reserves, having special 
reference to the situation at Brocket. I note your 
remark that the arrangements made will enable them to 
conduct this school satisfactorily. I amin receipt, 
however, of a very strong letter from Thomas Graham, the 
Indian Agent at Brocket, setting out that this will not 
cover the situation and appealing to the Provincial 
Government to go still further and give them a special 
grant over and above what is given ordinarily to a rural 
school. This appeal I consider to be altogether unreason- 
able and it is beyond all possible argument that it should 
be directed to the Ottewa Government. 


You may not be aware that, in this Province, it is 
necessary to pay $900 for teacher's salary alone. I think 
the provision made is inadequate. The small amount of 
momey involved is not the matter of serious consideration, 
put you will readily understand that this Governkent can- 
not accept responsibility where it has no legal standing, 
and that what we are offering to do admits nothing 
excepting our anxiety to see that children are not de- 
prived of education. Our assistance is purely 4 gift.

I nave the honour to report a perplexing situation 
Which has arisen at this Agency, with respect to a Day 
School for the children of Department employees. 


With the closing and removal of the Anglican Indian 
Residential School, and the closing and removal of the Romay 
Catholic School in the near future - the latter is already 
filled to its capacity, preparatory to removing - we are 
left without a school for our children who have always at- 
tended one or the other of these institutions. The new 
schools are each situated about six miles from the Agency. 


Belonging to the employees at the Agency are the

even so, the balance required,devolving upon so few parents 
would be considerable; and I have been asked to approach thé 
Departmert with a request for a small annual grant towards 
the upkeep of this school for employees children, until suc 
time as the railway is built through this district and re- 
lieves the situation.

I beg to inform you that Mr. Havers, Agency 
Clerk, Crooked Lake, was in my office on Saturday, 
complaining that there is not sufficient accommodation 
in the vehicle provided by the Department for taking the 
agency children to school to allow a seat for his child, 
and he has to stand on the buggy, which is only & one~ 
seated rig. I promised to take this up with the 
Department and ask that 4 two-seated democrat be provided 
so that his boy would have a seat in the rig travelling 
to and from school. 


I would recommend also that a jumper with 
two seats be provided for use during the winter months. 
I believe we coujd meet this requirement with an 
expenditure of $175.00. 


There has been more or less wrangling between 
the Agent, Clerk and Farming Instructor regarding the 
conveying of their children to school, some claiming 
that a certain advantage is taken by others. Mr. Havers 
informe me that the Department provide a conveyance for 
the agency children at Duck Lake, and a grant at Onion 
Lake and Saddle Lake, and that hie request is not 
unreasonable. I do not know anything about the grants 
in this connection.

I beg to refer to your letters of the 2lst 
ultimo and 14th instant, with reference to the annual 
tuition grant that has previously been allowed towards 
the cost of the education of the employees’ children 
on the Peigan Reserve. 


The Department recently received a request 
from Mr. W. C. Miller, in which he expressed a desire 
to have the Department purchase his share of the cost 
of the building used as & school for the employees' 
children. Mr. Inspector Christianson was asked for 
a report and it appears that this school has not been 
in operation for some years. Instead, the employees’ 
children have attended the white school at Pincher 
Creek. This was the first intimation that the 
Department had received that the school on the reserve 
had been discontimed. The Department is further 
informed that, at the present time, only two children 
from the Peigan Agency are attending school, vier 
Mr. Webb's children. 


When the Department first provided this annual 
grant of $250., the employees on the Peigan Reserve had 
ten children of school age. This meant that the Depart- 
ment allowed $25.00 for each child. As this number has 
now been reduced to two, it is felt that a grant of $50.00 
is sufficient during the current academic year and a cheque 
for this amount is, therefore, being sent. Our funds are 
so limited that it will not likely be possible to allow 
any grant after the end of June, next.

During the past several years, the Department 
has provided a grant, at the re te of $250 per annum, towards 
a school operated for the benefit of the children of em- 
ployees on each of the Onion Leake, Peigan and Blood reserves. 
The employees themselves have been responsible for the pay- 
ment of all expenses over and above the w xount we allowed. 
The grant for the purpose has been paid during the past from 
the Appropriation for Indian Educ ation. 


Requests have been received for a renewal of 
the grant for the coming academic year. In my opinion, if 
it is decided to continue the grant, same should not be a 
charge against the Appropriation for Indian Educetion. I 
would point out that the funds provided by Farliament are 
for the education of Indian children only These schools 
are for the benefit of the employees of this Department and 
as such, any grants allowed should be paid from the General 
Administration Vote. I should be pleased to have your 
ruling in the matter. 


I might add that the fact that the Approp- 
riation for Indian Education has provided these grants in 
the past is no reason why they should continue to be paid 
from School Vote, which, as you are arare, is extremely 
limited. The whole question as to whether thie Department 
should be called upon to provide school facilities for the 
children of employees should receive consideration.

Dear Doctor McGill:

I, have the honour to inform you that at a meeting of 
the employees of the Department of Indian Affairs of Alberta held 
at Edmonton in June, last, a resolution was passed in connection 
with the education facilities for employees’ children in the diff~ 
erent agencies in the province. This should have been brought to 
your attention before this, but owing to my illness it has been 
held up until now. 


The education of employees! children at the different 
agencies has always been a bone of contention: At least it has been 
ever since I came into the Department, and on various occasions em 
ployees have taken this question up with me. In a great many cases 
they live miles away from the nearest school and it has been necess- 
ary for them to either move their families to town, or find a board- 
ing place for their children in the nearest town. Employees only 
getting a emali salary are not able to do this. You will readily 
understand that @ Farming Instructor, for exemple, who has several 
children, cannot send them to a boarding school. Neither can he 
afford to get boarding places for them in town, a6 the salary he 
receives will not allow him to do this. 


I took this up several times with Mr. Graham, our Com 
missioner at that time, but nothing wae ever done in the matter. At 
one time I was out in Alberta with Mr. Graham and Dr. Scott, then 
Deputy Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, and I discussed 
this with them personally. Dr. Scott instructed Mr. Graham to go 
into the matter thoroughly and make a recommendation as to what should 
be done, as he was quite prepared to give it consideration, and to 
give assistance wherever it was necessary to send the children away 
from home to school. Mr. Graham, however, did nothing about it and 
the matter dropped there,

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Doctor Scott gave some agencies an allowance of $250. 
per year. For instance, the Blood Agency and Peigan Agency received 
this amount, but it was never properly handled: On the Peigans the 
late Mr. Arthur, then Agent, had one child; Mr. Lancaster, then Clerk, 
had 6 children, and the late Mr. McLaughlin, who was then Farming 
Instructor, had one child; and the $250.00 was divided three ways, 
Other Agencies, however, that were in the same position received 
nothing. This gives you an outline of whet has taken place. 


I have always been of the opinion that parents are re— 
sponsible for the clothing and feeding of their children, and would 
have to pay a certain amount of school tax no matter where they were. 
But, where we found that an employee had to send his children to 
town to board I have always thought that some assistance should be 
given by the Department, but only during the time they are attending 
public school. No grant should be given after the children have 
reached the age of 16 years, whether they are still attending public 
school or not. The amount thus expended would not be great as a few 
of the agencies are within fairly reasonable distance from school. 
Also, some of our Agents have families that are already grown up. I 
shall be forwarding you in a few days a list of the employees in the 
different agencies, the number of children in each family, and the 
school facilities in each case. I feel quite sure that you will 
give this your earnest consideration. It is one of the matters I 
had intended discussing with you last summer.

I have your 400-4 of the llth instant, 
regarding the providing of a grant to assist in the 
education of the children of our employees of the 
various agencies in the province of Alberta, where 
they reside at too great a distance to attend neigh- 
bouring white schools. 


As you are, no doubt, aware, at the 
present time we allow a grant for the employees’ 
children on the Blood reserve, to the amount of $250 
per annum, also a grant of $50 on the Peigan reserve - 
these payments being at the rate of $25 for each child. 
The names of the employees' children on the Blood 
reserve are given as follows:- Margaret, Florence, 
Willie, Eva Bette; Westray and Marjorie Pugh; Joyce 
end Doris McFarquhar; and Yvonne Wellman. Last year, 
only two children of the employees of the Peigan 
agency were attending, viz.: those of Mr. Webb. We 
understand the children of the other employees attended 
the white school at Pincher Creek last year. 


In order to arrive at an equitable arrange- 
ment as to the grant that should be provided to assist 
the empboyees of those agencies where it is impossible 
to have the children attend white schools nearby, I 
would request that you furnish the Department with a 
list for each agency, separately, showing the names of 
the employees and the number of their children of school 
age for whom educational facilities have to be provided.

@ grant at the rate of $25 for each child would be fair, 
but I would be pleased to have your views. Please 
estate, also, how you would recommend that same be paid, 
that is, through the individual employees or to the 
local Indian agent, who could distribute the grants and 
forward receipts. I understand that the clerk at the 
Stony agency has two children, for whom he has to pay a 
grent for schooling. You might consider his case along 
with any others. It should be understood that, in the 
case of any agency where the children of employees can 
attend neighbouring white schools, travelling to and 
from their homes each day, the Department will not be 
prepared to allow any assistance. 


I may add that, during the present acad- 
emic year, the grant will be allowed for the employees’ 
children on the Blood reserve to a total amount of $250 
and for the employees' children on the Peigan reserve, 
to a total of $50. At the present aes these grants 


are paid from the Appropriation for Indian Education, 
but, when we have this report, as requested above, if 
it is intended to continue these grants, they will be 
provided in our Estimates for the next fiscal year, 
under General Administration.

Mr. Reid 
should now be paying $15.00 toward the teachers’ 
salary, to conform with what the other families 
are now paying.

Mr. Secord has made arrangements to have his daughter 
Gwen educated at the school at St.Paul. This wae the nearest 
available school where satisfactory arrangements for board and 
lodging could be made for the child. The distance is about 18 
miles. The cost is as follows;~ board and lodging - per month- 
$15.00, tuition fees -$1.60, transportation costs -$8.55, a 
total of $25.15 per month. She is staying in a private home. 
Under this arrangement, the child is brought home on Friday 
nights and taken back to St.Paul on Sunday nights. 


Mr.Boorse has made arrangements to have his boy 
Kenneth attend school at Roseneath, distant about 11 miles from 
the agency. The cost at present is as follows;~ board and lodging 
$15.00, transportation coats, about $4.50, making a total cost 
of $19.50 per month. This boy is also brought home on Friday 
nights and taken back to school on Sunday nighte. There is no 
special tuition fee in this case ase Mr.Boorse is paying taxes 
on land owned in the Roseneath school district. This boy is 
also staying at a private home. 

These two children are the only ones of school age 
in this agency at present. 

I might mention that for one year, while my boy was 
of school age, we tried out the plan of employing a qualified 
teacher to conduct a school for the employees! children at the 
Agency. Four children attended school at that time and the 
cost was $25.00 per child per month, exclisive of the cost of 
school material used. The teacher was engaged through the 
Provincial Department of Education and a grant was applied for. 
The grant allowed amounted to about $12.9 per term. This plan 
was discontinued when two of the children were removed from this 
agency as the cost then was found prohibitive. I then found it 
necessary to send my boy to Edmonton. The cost of keeping hhm 
there wae approximately $40.00 per month.

In reply to your circular letter No. 400-4 of the 
10th inst.rezarding the school facilities for the children of the 
employees of thie Agency, I beg to report as follows:- 


Indian Agent, Col.R Palmer, 1 boy 17 years, attending school in 
England. 
1 girl, 19 years, graduated. 
Clerk, Harold Moore, 1 girl 9 years, 1 boy, (nephew residing with him), 
These children are attending school at Hobbema 
village, 1} miles distant. 


Farm Instructor,T.G.McLeod, 1 girl 12 years, attending school at 
Hobvema. 


Farm Inetructor, D.M.Cockerill, Farm 18B, Samson's Reserve, no childse 
ren. 


Should the Farm Instructor at Farm 16B have children 
of school age, they would have to go 6 miles to school,at Hobbema 
vil’ age. Mr.J.T.MeLeod, the former farm instructor had to rent 
a house in Hobvema during the winter months, where his wife and 
children resided, so that the children could attend school. 


The approximate rental of a house in Hobbema would 
be $10.00 per month, with an additional increase in the cost of livin 
of at least the same amount. 


Interpreter, John White, (Half-breed),has 9 children, 2 of which 
are attending the Indian Residential School on the Reserve, about 
4 mile distant. 


With regard to school facilities for the children 
of the staff who are of school age, we have adequate facilities for 
them until they enter high school, which would necessitate them 
being sent to the nearest town, Wetaskiwin, 12 miles distant, at an 
approximate cost of $20.00 per month 


This does not apply to Farm 18B, where there are 
no children at present. any school living there would have to travel

6 miles to the nearest school, at Hobbema.

In further reference to my letter No.9. of the leth 
inet. regarding school facilities for the senagsk children of 
the staff of this Agency. It has been called to ny attention 
by Mr.T.G.McLeod,the farm instructor, that he hae been paying 
a school tax of $24.00 ver year on the house that he has been liv- 
ing in, which is of course Government pro erty. 

The reason for this is, that owing to this school 
district being so smmll, being nearly surrounded oy the Indian 
Reserve, Mr.McLeod, who was the principal organizer of this 
school district, had to consent to vay an assesement on the house 
he ig living in, in order to furnish enough taxable vroverty to 
organize a school district. If he withdrew this support, the 
precent school would be closed. 

Under these circumstances, I would recommend very 
strongly that the Department allow an annual grant toward the 
echool taxes, in order that the present school COSA be kept 


open.

With regard to the grants made by the Department 
towards providing facilities for the education of employees' 
children, it would appear that payments have been made for 
some years on the authority of the Deputy Minister. Whether 
this is sufficient authority is open to question as such 
grants may be regarded as supplementing the salaries and 
allowances of the personnel concerned. ‘the Deputy Minister's 
authority for these payments apparently has become the 
accepted practice although L was recently informed by an 
official of the Auditor General's Office that he was 
contemplating writing the Department regarding the matter. 

i intimated that the Department had the matter under consider- 
ation, and was then informed that under the circumstances no 
official observation would be made for the present. It was 
suggested, however, that the whole question be investigated 
with a view of drafting suitable regulations regarding 
conditions under which such assistance would be granted and 
that proper authority be obtained for the expenditure. 


4s only three Agencies, Blood, Peigan, and Onion 
lake, are affected at present, and the amount involved is 
only around $600.00, I would suggest that, pending consideration 
of the whole question, any payments which may be authorized 
if charged to the Education allotment as formerly.

INSPECTOR'S OFFICE 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of Department's 
letter No. 345560 of the oth ultimo in connection with the 
education of employees’ children in the various agencies in 
the Province of Alberta. In this connection I wish to point 
out that the grant wou me under two or three 
different headings. For instance, in certain agencies the 
children have to be gent away to board or the mother has to 
move to town with the children. In other casee the parents 
are put to the expense of hiring a teacher; and in a few 
agencies the children are able to drive to public schools 
that are situated near the reservations. 


I forwarded to the Department letters from 
all the Agents showing the number of children in the diff- 
erent agencies and giving the school facilities. I would 
recommend that where the children have to be sent away to 
gchool and the parents have to pay board at & cost of from 

15.00 to $20.00 a month, the Department give & grant of 

5.00 a month for each child for ten months, which would 
amount to $50.00 for the school year. Other cases could 
be dealth with accordingly. 


I shall now take each agency separately and 
outline the situation, giving my recommendations in each 
cases

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BLACKFOOT AGENCY: 


There is no difficulty at this Agency in 
connection with getting schooling for the employees child- 
ren, as they are all able to drive to nearby towns. Most 
of them attend school at Gleichen, with the exeeption of 
Mr. Evans' children who attend at Cluny. 


SADDLE LAKE AGENCY: 


Mr. R. W. Secord, the Clerk, has one girl 
seven years old, and the nearest available school is at 
St. Paul. He pays $16.60 a month for board and tuition. 
Mr. J. H. Boorse, Farming Instructor, has one boy attend 
4ng school and it costs him@5.00 a month for board. I 
would recommend that each of these two employees receive 
a grant of $5.00 per month towards the education of their 
children. 


BLOOD RESERVE: 


At this point we have a real problem: The 
children of employees number 16 at the present time. Mr. 
Pugh, the Agent, has two children attending school, and 
Mr. Betts, the Farming Instructor, has four, Mrs. Pugh 
and Mrs. Betts are living in town where both families 
have rent#d houses. I would refer you to the Agent's 
letter which I forwarded to the Department along with the 
other letters in this connection. At the present time 
there are se children that uld come under the grant, 
and you will note by the Agent*s letter that inside of 
three years there will be 15 children attending school if 
the present employees are retained, 


PEIGAN AGENCY: 


There are only two children from this 
Agency attending School, as you will note by the list 
submitted by the Indian Agent. Mr. Webb, the Clerk 
father of the two boys attending school, pays $10.06 
per month to get them to school, which would mean $100. 
per year, as well as $16,00 per year for school fees. 
I note by the Department's letter that he is getting a 
grant of $50.00 per year, and I consider that this is 
quite satisfactory. 
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STONY AGENCY: 

fhere are only two children of school age 
at this agency: two boys, 10 and 11 years of age, sone 
of Mr. George Reid, the Clerk. At the present time the 
old hospital building there is being used as & school, 
and Mr. Reid, Mr. Staley and Mr. Rogers, who runs the 
Morley Trading Company, have hired a teacher. Mr. Reid 
is paying $10.00 per month towards the teacher's salary 
at the present time. If Mr. Reid received the same con~ 
sideration as the Peigan Agency Clerk, vize, $50.00 per 
year, I believe this would be quite faire 


HOBBEMA AGENCY: 


The education of employees' children does 
not present any problem at this Agency: Mr. McLeod 
the Farming Instructor has one girl twelve years old, 
and Mr. Moore, the Clerk, has two children. These three 
children are attending a day gechool about a mile and a 
half from the Agency. 


LESSER SLAVE AGENCY: 


erage cost i h for each @hild. 
I think the Department will agree $5.00 
@ month for_each child would help 

at the same time, it would not be unreason 

for that amount in this case. 


EDMONTON: 


There is no problem here: The children 
all attend day schools and drive to school every daye 
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SARCEE AGENCY: As the Department will note by Dr. Murray's 
etter, §8 children are attending school in Calgary, and 
Mr. Hetherington's go to day school at Midnapore. 


This covers all the agencies in this prov- 
ince with the exception of Athabasca. From time to time 
various problems will arise and these of course can be ad- 
justed. I would just like the Department to be sympathetic 
twoards employees! requests: For instance, where a Farm 
ing Instructor is living on a reserve away from the Agency 
where his children have to drive quite a distance to school 
and he is put to great expense in procuring dtiving equip~ 
ment for them, I would ask that on recommendation from me 
the Department would consider furnishing a small grant to- 
wards the expenditure incurred in this connectiong 


Regarding the payment of the school grant ,I 
would recommend that a cheque be made out to each individ 
ual employee who is getting the grant, and the cheque can 
be forwarded through the Agency office. I do not think I 
have anything more to add to this, except to say that for 
the present time the amount required to take care of my 
recommendations would not be large, but at the same time 
it would be of great help to the employees. Take a Farm 
ing Instructor, for instance, who has to keep two homes go= 
ing, or has to send his children away to school and pay 
board; He has not very much left out of his salary each 
month, During the period that I have been with the Dee 
partment as Inspector I have seen so Many cases where the 
parents are really denying themselves everything to see 
that their children receive an education. I suppose this 
applies to outsiders as well as to employees of the Indian 
Department, but as I have said before, this is a matter 
that should have had attention years ago, but was never 
given any consideration. I trust the Department will 
give favourable consideration to my recommendations,

The matter should receive consideration 
with a view to drafting suitable re, ations regarding 
the conditions under which such assistance should be 
granted. It may be necessary to obtain proper 
authority for the expenditure. Grante to employees, 
to aseiet them in the education of their children, 
night be viewed by the suditor and the Civil service 
Cormieeion in the light of an extra allowmce on 
ealary. In any event, I would respectfully submit 
that thie is a matter which should not further be a 
charge against Indian Education and should be dealt 
with by the Administrative Branch and the funds 
required provided from their Appropriation.

As a result of our recent Convention held in Windsor, 
Ontario, I am requested to place before you the following 
Matters in connection with the Department of Indian Affairs. 
The numbers preceding the resolutions are for the use of 
this office. 


"17a" Whereas large numbers of employees of the 
Department of Indian Affairs, resident of Indian 
Reserves throughout the western provinces, are 
debarred from giving their children an adequate 
education except at great expense to themselves, 
owing to the distance they reside from the near- 
est school district, and whereas these employees 
are compelled to expend large sums of money each 
year out of all proportion to their salary to pay 
for board and room for their children while they 
attend school, and this works a great hardship on 
the said employees, therefore be it resolved that 
the Department of Indian Affairs be requested to 
assist these employees up to the amount paid as 
grants for the education of an Indian child, upon 
the recommendation of the Inspector of Indian 
Agencies and the Indian Agent of the Agency con- 
cerned, such assistance to be proportional to the 
Number of children being sent to school; that is 
the larger the number of children from one fami- 
ly, the smaller the Per Capita grant. No child 
to receive assistance after reaching the age of 
eighteen years. In the case of an Indian Agent 
being affected, the recommendations of the 
Inspector of Indian Agencies for the Province to 
be sufficient.

As a result of our recent convention held in 
Windsor, Ontario, I am requested to place before you the 
following matters in connection with the Department of 
Indian Affairs. The numbers preceding the resolutions 
are for the use of this office. 


"173" Whereas large numbers of employees of the 
Department of Indian Affairs, resident of Indian 
Reserves throughout the western provinces, are 
debarred from giving their children an adequate 
education except at great expense to themselves, 
owing to the distance they reside from the near- 
est school district, and whereas these employees 
are compelled to expend large sums of money each 
year out of all proportion to their salary to pay 
for board and room for their children while they 
attend school, and this works a great hardship on 
the said employees, therefore be it resolved that 
the Department of Indian Affairs be requested to 
assist these employees up to the amount paid a 
grants for the education of an Indian child, upon 
the recommedndation of the Inspector of Indian 
Agencies, and the Indian Agent of the Agency con- 
cerned, such assistance to be proportional to the 
Number of children being sent to school; that is 
the larger the nuuber of children from one family 
the smaller the Per Capita grunt. No child to 
receive assistance after reachins the age of 
eighteen years. In the case of an Indian Agent 
being affected, the recomuendations of the 
Inspector of Indian Agencies for the Province to 
be sufficient.

Referring to your memo of the 7th instant, 
to which is attached a letter from the National 
Secretary of the Amalgamated Civil Servants of Canada, 
reg. ing resolutions passed at their recent convention 
held in Windsor, Ont., I beg to state as follows:- 


Resolution 173 requests that a grant be 
provided to assist employees of this Department resident 
on Indian reserves throughout the Western Provinces in 
the education of their children. I may say that, during 
the past 14 years, the Department has provide grants 
in assisting employees in providing school facilities 
for their children. At the present time, we provide 
grants for the employees in the following agencies in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan:- 


Onion Lake 10 children $250 per annum 
Blood 7 2 250 " ” 
Peigan ag * # 


These grants have been paid from the Appropriation for 
Indian Education, on the authority of the former Deputy 
iinister. Whether this is sufficient authority for the 
continuing of these payments is open to question, as 
such grants may be regarded as supplementing he 
salaries and allowances of the personnel concerned. The 
Auditor General, in the past, has not officially ques- 
tioned these payments. It was suggested, however, that

Dear Doctor McGill: 


I have the honour to refer you to Depart~ 
ment's letter No. 345560 of March 13th, last, in connec~ 
tion with the question of school grant for the education 
of employees' children in this province. I note in the 
closing paragraph of the Department's letter they state 
that after June 30th, last, no further payment could be 
made, 

At the meeting of the employees held here in 
June a resolution was passed and I have been asked by 
the President and Secretary to forward same to you, and 
you will find copy of same attached hereto. I sincerely 
hope this matter is not entirely closed. 


We have people in our employ who are doing good 
work, but for the lack of funds find it practically imposs- 
ible to send their children to school. Just to mention one 
case: I was down at the Peigans with Mr. Conky recently and 
the matter of schools was referred to, You know what Mr. 
Webb's net salary is: He has to pay $15.00 per month for 
the transportation of his two boys to school in Pincher 
Greek. Besides this he pays a fee of $30.00 a year for 
one and $16.00 for the other, as well as having to provide 
books, &c. You will therefore see how much he has left 
out of his salary. There are other similar cases, and I 
feel something should be done for them.

However, the Auditor General took except- 
ion to continuing payment for thie service, ae such 
grante were regarded ae eupplementing the salaries 
ami allowances of the personnel concerned. Imployees 
in other departments, whose duties require them to 
reside in isolated positions, such as lighthouse 
eepers, 2180 requested that assistance be allowed 
towarde the education of their children. Upon 
investigating the whole question, the Goverment 
euthorities decided that grante towards assisting 
euployeee in the education of their children could 
not be further allowed. I regret, under present 

rulations, being unable to grant any assistance 

wards the education of the white children on the 
Feigan reserve.

As the Department know (Vide Dept. #140-105 
dated Vetober 1, 1942, and subsequent correspondence) 
Mr. MacLeod, tie Senior Clerk, has moved his family to 
a@ rented house on the outskirts of the town of Cardston, 
so that his two boys may be able to walk to school. Mr. 
MacLeod still occupies the Clerk’s house at the Agency, 
where he batches from “onday morning until Saturday noon. 
The Agency H.Q. is ndéne miles from town. 
Re: Mr. T. Gregson, "arming Instructor on Farm 4 
Area - Nort f the Agency H 
was surprise ° n a rT. Gregson also 
moved his family to Cardston so that his four children could 
walk to school. I asked both 4r. Gregson and the Indian 
Agent whether the Department tad been informed of this; the 
reply was in the negative. + then told the Agent that he 
should inform the Vepartment at onee. 


The Home Farm where "r. “regson lives is 16 
miles from Yardstons and sehool. In the past he drove 
his children to and from school each day. Owing to gas- 
oline and rubber restrictions he decided to move the family 
to town where he owns a house. As it is now, it may be 
said thet his home is in Cardston, as he spends the srester 
number of his nichts there. 


I remarked that I appreciated the fact that his 
children have to be educated, but thought the Department 
might and should have been informed and sonsulitea in the 
matter of his moving. I also stated that 1 was aware that 
he had to <o to town quite frequently for repairs and other 
business, but that this was not an every-day occurrence or 
necessity. Mr. Gregson remarked that he figured it was 
gheaver for the Vepartmant ( as he uses 4 departmental farm 
truck) for \im to move to town, than to drive the children 

to and from town each day. Agent MeMillen then mentioned 
a letter written b the Deputy Superintendent General some 
years ago re schoolin for employees" children; this letter 
was not »roduced. I told him to mention this letter when 
writing to the Vepartment to inform them that Mr. Gregson 
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had moved to Cardston, adding that I dic not wish to 
argue on this matter, and hat the Depa ‘tment would cive 
their approval or vice vereGe 


The farming area on she Blood Heserve is divided 
in two by a section line reanning East and West at a point 
approximately nine niles Morth of the South Soundary of 
the Reserve. The south(or G.P.) Area is under the 
supervision of Farming Instructor We Petts; his home ‘s 
approximately 4% miles from town. The North Area is 
under the supervision >f Farming Instructor T. Uregson, 
whose home is not far from the Selly xiver, near the 
Northewest corner of Section 24, fownship 5, Hange 26. 
It might be said that there is 10 farming done last of 
Hance 25 and North of the centre of Township 5. 


Owing to the storm and the roads being drifted, 
I was unable to make any other visits on the neserve. I 
Left Saturday at 11.00 A.M. for Brocket to see Mr. J.T. 
Faunt, whom I had not visited #fmce Autumn.

Dear Mr. Middleton,- 


I have your letter of the 16th ult., with 
reference to the oroposed new Blood residential school. I am 
sending you to-day under separate cover blue print copies of 
the sketch plan which hs been prepared, showing : suggested 
layout for the new school building. 


You will notice on the ground floor plan 
that provision has been made for living quarters for the Princi- 
pal. These quartera,as provided,ate a self contained unit. 
I do not think it advisable to provide a residence for the Prin=- 
cipal , outside of the building, and much prefer that he resides 
in the inetitution. 


The building 4s planned provides accommoda~ 
tion for one hundred pupils,, and , as you will notice on the 
attic floor plan, there will be space available which oan be used 
later and fitted up ae dormitories to accommodate an additional 
forty or forty-five pupile. 


It is procosed to heat the tuilding with a 
vapour syetem of steam heating, and to light the building by 
inetalling an electric lighting plant in the space indicated on 
the basement floor plan. 


I would particularly draw your attention to 
v the toilet fixtures as shown on the plans. You will observe 
/ that all of the wash besins and bathe are located in the basem nt 


y" and the only plumbing fixtures provided as far as the pupils are 
concerned, on the other floors, are night toilets for each of the 
dormitories.

I may say with reference to the basement, that this 
floor will be built almost entirely above ground; the basement 
floor will be approximately three feet below the level of the 
finished grade line-

to have made, kindly indicate same in pencil or otherwise on the 
blue print which you are returning:

Replying to your letter of the 20th 
ult., with reference to the plans of the proposed new 
St. Paul's C. of E. Boarding School, I have sent you 
to-day under separate cover, two blue print copies showing 
some changes in the layout for this building. Please re- 
turn one of them to me with your comments. 


Practically all of the suggestions 
have been embodied in the sketohes,with the exception of 
the assembly hall over the chapel, as it would be impos- 
sible to make provision for this; also, it is not thought 
advisable to provide boys’ and girle' reading rooms as 
marked by you on the blue print. 


You will observe that the building 
has been extended in the front a distance of four feet; 
this will provide more acoommodation in the dining room 
and roome above on the different floors. 


With reference to the plans, Rev. Canon 
Gould called at the office to-day and has made « couple of 
suggestions after looking over same. He suggests that on 
the ground floor, the two staff bed-roome and the bath

Class rooms with a folding partition between. By this 
arrangement the two rooms could be turned into one and used 
when required, as an assembly hall.

I did not have before me 
the plans of this school when writing to you. I thought 
they were precisely the same as those used in the 
construction of the Rdamonton School, but I see they 
are not. In the Edmonton School the bathroom is 
right o»posite the Principal's office. 


I am very sorry to hear that burlap is 
not going to be used in the building. I do not think 
this is economy. Could not some of the staff bed-rooms 
{instead of having number one maple flooring,have edre- 
grain fir flooring? This wonld lest for meny years 
as there is not much traffie in bedrooms. Some of the 
finest buildines in the country have the staff-rooms 
finished with edce-crain flooring. The halls and 
corridors 11 be in an unsichtly state in no time 
uniessa there is burlap on them or wainscotting of 
some kind. 


I note what you sy with rezard to the 
laundry machinery to be installed. I would be 
very sorry indeed to see any other school equipped with 
such an elaborate plant as we now have at Edmonton. 
It would mean sending out cirls from our schools who 
would not know what 4 wash-board is. It seems to me 
we could reduce expenses here a good deal. I am

In a recent letter I mentioned that a large flow of water hk 
had been secured in the well drilled on the approved site of St. 
Paul's School, A 2nd well was authorized to be drilled for 
supplying water for the outbuildings and stock. This 2nd well 
was Grilled about 150 yards to one side of the first well. The 
physical conditions seemed exactly similar, but, strange to Bay, 
after drilling 200' without indication of water, and through a 
discouraging red shale, we had to conclude that the water was 
missed, and so the Grilling stopped. The explanation is that often 
the water follows narrow veins through the rock below, and if the 
drill misses the vein the result is a dry hole, even though the 
water may be close by. The drilling rig has been moved away, and 
no further attempt has been made to get a second well. 


I do not consider that there will be any serious 
detriment in the failure to get a 2nd well for St.Paul's School, 
for the reason that the capacity of the first well is 80 great 
that there will be ample water for all requirements,- about 1000 
gals. per hour. It will be very feasible to supply water for 
outside purposes by connecting up with the school supply, althowgh 
this extra demand must be taken into consideration in designing 
the pumping plant and water storage. I am at present preparing 


data on this subject, and will 6° into the matter fully ina 
Special letter.

acity of the well, and after baling steadily te 
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one hour, during which time 600 gals. of water was discharged, we 
had not succeeded in lowering the water below a point 40' from the 
ttom of the well. This means that we can count on a capacity of 
t least 600 gals. per hour, drawn from the solid rock, and free 
rrom the former danger of being choked with sand. 


I have ordered suitable well piping, sucker rode, 
working barrell, pump head and jack, and it is expected that the 
new water supply will be available next Thursday. There is @ 
small gasoline engine on hand that will anewer present requirements 
for pumping. 


The well drillers are under instructions from the 
Commissioner to proceed to the site he selected for the proposed 
Roman Catholic school, and drill for water there. This site is 
about 38x three quarters of a mile North of the New Agency, on the

The contractors have not yet arrived on the sgene, nor 
have I received any recent word from them. At their request, I 
wired them promptly as soon 4s the water supply was assured-- 
that was on the 8th inst.- and I have not since heard from then. 
Presumably they are engaged in ordering their materials, and 
making, arrangements with sub-contractors, etc., after which 
negotiations the active work on the ground may be expected to 
commence energetically. 


As the site for the School has been finally selected 
in a locality adjacent to a series of ridges, it has occurred to me 
that coneideration might well be given to an alternative system 
of water supply other than the system of pneumatic pressure gupphy 
shown on the Plans. The two pressure tanks provided in the Plans 


have a total capacity of approximately 3300 gals. and a working 
capacity of about 2200 gals. This does not seem a very large 
supply for an Institution thet expects to house 175 people.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had be- 
fore them a report, dated 29th April, 1924, from the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, submitting that 
the Department of Indian Affairs holds a cheque for 
$14,497, being 4 deposit paid by Messrs. Claydon Co. Ltda. 
general contractors of Winnipeg, being 10% of their ten- 
der for $143,133 in connection with the erection of the 
new Indian school on the Blood Reserve in the province of 
Alberta. Since this deposit was made the plans for the 
gaia school have been amended with a view to economy and 
in gonsequence the original tender has been reduced from 
the said amount of $143,132 to $123,231. In view of this 
reduction a correspondingly lesser sum is required as 
security. Messrs Claydon Co. have now forwarded to the 
Department Victory Bonds amounting to $12,500 in lieu of 
their cheque for $14,497.00. 

In view of these circumstances, the Minister 
recommends that the said Victory Bonds be accepted as 
security for the contract above mentioned and that the 
said cheque for $14,497 be returned to Messre.

I have your letter of the 18th instant with reference 
to the work at the St. Paul's gohool, and I beg to confirm the 
telegram sent you today as follows: 
"Approve enlarging chimney to thirty-three by thirty-thres inches 
also concrete to be one pert cement five parts gravel end enlarg- 
ing coal room; all changes subject to the condition thet money 
onan be saved on other items so 8 not to inorease the cost of 
building." 

I approve of the changing of the chimney flue to 
33 x 33 inches, providing there is some wry of anvineg on other 
parts of the puilding to offset the additional cost. 


With reference to the concrete I approved in the 
telegram of using one pert cement to five parts gumvel mixture.

with reference to the Sloan valves specified, I 
sould like very much to install these valves, put I think thet 
with the uneven ‘ater pressure we might have trouble with them.

I beg to advise that I have to-day issued a third Certif- 
icate to Claydon Company, Limited, for $10,542.60, in payment 
of 90% of the value of labour & materials supplied to date. 


I enclose the statement rendered, on which the 
Certificate is based. 


Good progress is being maintained in the construction 
of this building, and a large quantity of material is on the 
ground. 


It is my intention to submit a full report on this 
building within the next day or two. 


The contractors have forwarded to me the only insurance 
policy that has yet been taken out in connection with this school 
contract, which is for $6000, expiring June 6th, 1925 and issued 
by the Canada National Fire Ins. Co., Head Office af Winnipeg. 
This policy is largely on the various camp & material buildings, 
leaving only $2500. insurance on the school building and lumber, 
etc, stacked alongside. I have requested that $8000.00 additional 
insurance be placed at once to cover 80% of the value of the 
lumber & millwork. I am not yet asking that insurance be placed 
on incombustible material.

The work of construction on the above building is continuing = 
a satisfactory manner. The contractors have a good organization, ar 
the exceptionally good progress that has been maintained since the 
commencement of building operations is a@ tribute to the business 
methods practised by this firm. 


The lumber delivered on the job is all well seasoned, and 
in all respects but one, is fully up to the specifications. hy 
tioned in 4 previous letter, the dimension lumber, particularly e 
two by fours and two by sixes, have been so excessively planed away 
that the strength of these members has been reduced by fully 25%. on 
my calling the contractors’ attention to the serious discrepancy in 
this respect he explained that all the mills have adopted the same 
standard, presumably to save weight in shipping. The joist lumber is 
holding up better in size, being 1 3/8" instead of 2", and lacking 
4" in width. 


The bricks have been arriving in large quantities, and 
in great varieties of colour. The amended specifications, as you 
know, have dispensed with the #1 Redcliffe pressed brick for face 
work, and in their place we have #1 common bricks. Mr.Mitchell tells 
me that his firm made a special arrangement with the brick yard 
whereby, for a small additional sum, sufficient #3 pressed bricks 
are being sent to do all the face work on the building. Several cars 
of these #3 bricks have arrived, and I must say that they are a nice 
uniform even-coloured line of bricks, much better than I expected to 
get when I saw the change in the specification. They are red in 
colour, just dark enough to be distinctive from the ordinary red 
common bricks, though not a dark red. 


The brickwork is now finished to the top of the basement 
windows of the main building, 58° 4t is now possible to see how the 
brickwork is going to look, and I am well satisfied with its appear- 
ance,-in fact I believe it will not suffer in comparison with the 
facework on the Edmonton school. The white joint looks well against 
the red background. We are making 4 3/8" struck weather joint. 


The common bricks rival Joseph's famous coat, and repre- 
sent most, if not all wthe colours of the rainbow. Some of them are 
almost white, which I Was going to condemn as being underburnt, but 
on closer examination, I found that they were as hard as the others. 
The difference in colour can only be accounted for by the light 
coloured bricks being made from a different clay than the red ones. 
Among the common bricks are a good sprinkling of semi-vitrified ones, 
very dark in colour, and just what we needed to carry out the 
Architect's request that dark red bricks be used for lintels and trim 
and which will introduce a nice bit of detail to the face brickwork. , 
I have personally sorted aut a great many of these dark bricks, which f 
have been set aside for the purpose intended when the brickwork reaches 
that stage. The recreation rooms in the basement have been lined with 
the common bricks, and the walls look passably well considering the

The contractors have several men at work making the 
cast-concrete in the place of the cut stone originally specified. ye 
are fortunate in having two men in their employ who have had experienc 
in this special work, and the results so far are fairly pepe 
The workmen are performing this work in the open, without any protec~- 
tion from sun or weather, which condition is not as favourable for 
good work as where 4 shed is provided and the maturing of the con- 
crete fg retarded. However, until the last day or two the weather has 
been cool and showery, which was favourable to the work. I will watch 
this branch of the work closely, and, if necessary, will ask that the 
freshly-made pieces be covered with boards, and dampened to retard the 
hardening process. On the whole, the cast-stone is promising well, and 
will probably serve the purpose as well as the expensive cut stone. It 
seems somewhat presumptuous for mere man to assume to do in a few days 
what it took Mother Nature thousands of years to accomplish! 


As stated in a previous letter, we have had a great deal of 
moisture, starting on the 3rd of June and kaskkag continuing at inter- 
vals throughout the month. The contractors, having their crew camped 
on the site, did not lose a great deal of time, for often a heavy 
rain would end suddenly, when the men would resume their work. The 
heavy rains caused our foundations to be flooded a number of times, 
which caused me some uneasiness in consequence of the added danger of 
settlement. The contractors always put men to work to remove the water 
when requested to do so, but, in spite of the frequent removal of the 
water, some softening of the foundation soil could scarcely be avoided. 
I have since been watching my foundation walls very closely, and only 
4n one instance have I detected any evidence of trouble. At one point, 
about 15' from the N.E. corner of the main building,a crack has devel- 
oped vertically across the footing and foundation wall. I noticed it 
first a week ago, and have observed it closely since. It is a very 
narrow crack, less than an eighth of an inch in width, and has not 
opened any wider since I first noticed it. I do not think it will give 
us any trouble, nor affect the building adversely in any way. I think 
the cause of it is in the softness of the foundation soil in places, 
aggravated, no doubt, by the excessive rains. I am very glad that we 
were allowed to increase the size of the footings, for, had we not done 


so, it is possible that we would have had other and more

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It seems that our choice will have to be between a sturdy pumping plant 
with pneumatic tanks for storage and pressure (such as we have at Old 
Suns School); or with the same kind of pumping plant but with a tower 
and elevated tank. The latter system has obvious advantages from a 
pressure and fire-protection standpoint, but as cost is a prime con- 
sideration, we may be compelled to adopt the cheaper system. However, 

I have discussed the matter with Mr.Mitchell (the partner in charge) and 
he has asked their Winnipeg office to forward to me an estimate and 
specification of a heavily framed wood tower 60' high, with a 20,000 gal. 
tank. This estimate is long overdue, but I am told that it should arrive 
in a day or two, the delay being explained by their having to send away 
for quotations, besides which the office staff were preoccupied with 
preparing tenders on other work. There is no need for special hurry as 
there is an abundahce of time to install the outside services before 
they will be needed. 


As soon as I have received the necessary data, I 
fully into the matters of water service, sewage disposal, and 
mechanical plant for pumping and lighting. 

The erection of the I.beams and columns has 
been é > beams have come too long, 
probably ving allowed for the 
reducing of the walls as called for in the amended specifications. The 
contractors intend bringing out a local man from Cardston, who will 
cut pieces off the beams by the oxy-acetylene process.

In all other respects the steel work seems 
very satisfactory. 


About 30 men are being regularly employed, and I have 
questioned the time-keeper as to whether or not the schedule of wages 
nentioned in the specifications are being complied with. He states that 
the said schedule 1s being followed, excepting in the case off common 
labourers, who are being pald 40¢ per hour instead of the 45/ mentioned 
in the schedule.

To date the sum of 82,00 have been paid to 
the contractors on this job, much being for 
materials, and I, as Inspector, cannot say that any of these 
deliveries are paid for, with the one exception of a receipted 
4nvoice for naile and tar-paper which Mr.Mitchell, the partner 
in charge showed meée- 


In private puilding construction, @ contractor would 
be refused 4 certificate unless he satisfied the Architect, or 
Inspector, that all bills were paid, or payt ents arranged for, 
4n which latter case the Owmer would be protected by the sur ply 
houses executing waivers of claims, liens, or rights to liens 
against the puildings or lands. 


It is possible that in Government work 4+ may not be 
necessary to enforce such stringent conditions, although in my 
xperience as Inspector for the Department, I have made it my 
business to see that there should be no aftermath of unpaid bills 
in connection with pbuilding contracts. As this is something in the 
nature of a test case, I would ask the Department to kindly give 
a ruling for ny guidance in thie and similar cases which may arise. 


I have not the slighest ground for thinking that the 
contractors for thie school building are not meeting their obli- 
gations: I simply lack evidence that they are doing 80. As I have 
no wish to start a controversial correspondence with their Winnipeg 
office, I will await your reply and be guided accordingly.

Were it not for adding greatly to the cost, the best 
way of efficéently and economically heating the r dence would be 
by an entirely separate steam main from the voilers, with separate 
returns. This would involve valving the existing steam lines which 
leave the steam header, and installing a 6" by 3" tee, and a 3" valve 
and continue the 3" pipe line to the residence, where it would be 
necessary to drip and vent this 3" steam line, carrying i#" drip 
line under the basement floor back to the boilers, and the vent line 
would be taken into the existing dry return f main building. 

Ihe advantage of such a separate heating system for 
the residence would be that steam could be shut off temporarily from 
the main building and delivered direct to the residence. This would 
make it possible to get heat quickly into the home at times when 
little or no heat may be required in the main building, and would thus 
save the overheating of the main building at times in order to get 
heat into the resid ce. As the plan shows, the residence, being the 
farthest fro: the boilers will be the last to get the heat under the 
present syster. «4 separate method of heating the residence, such as 
I have described, with the steam line covered, would 39st #660, which 
presumably, is pronivitive undir present financial limits. 

The heating contractor desires the earliest possible 
decision regarding tne points I nave taxen up in connection with the 
heating of tne residence. He is almost ready to lay e pipe lines 
but I have asked him to defer same until I get your decision as to 
what we had better do under the conditions I hay desvribed. 

We have found a means of putting in lower radiators in the ground

The work of construction on the above ouilding is continuing in 
1 satisfactory manner. ‘The contractors have a good organization, and 
the exceptionally good vrogress that has been maintained since the 
commencement of building operations is a tribute to the business 
methods practised by this firm 


The lumber delivered on the job is all well seasoned, and 
in all respects but one, is full, up to the specificutions. “s men- 
tioned in a prefious letter, the dimension lumber, particularly the 
two by fours and two by sixes, have been so excessively planed away 
that the sirength of these members has been reduced by fully 25%. On 
my calling the contractors’ attention to the serious discrepancy in 
this respect he explained that all the mills have adopted the same 
standard, presumably to save weight in shipping the joist lumber is 
holding up better in size, being 1 5/8" instead of 2", and lacking 
4" in width. 


The vricks have been arriving in large quantities, and 
in great varieties of colour. The amended specifications, as you 
know, have dispensed with the #1 Hedcliffe pressed brick for face 
work, and in their place we have #1 common bricks. Mr. Mitchell tells 
me that his firm made a special a rangement with the brick yard 
whereby, for a small ad itional sum, sufficient #3 pressed bricks 
are being sent to do all the face work on the building. several cars 
of these #3 bricks have arrived, and I must say that they are a nice 
uniform even-coloured line of bricks, much better than I expected to 
get when I saw the change in the specification. they are red in 
colour, just dark enough to be distinctive from the ordinary red 
common bricks, though not a dark red. 


The orickwork is now finished to the top of the basement 
windows of the main building, so it is now possible to see how the 
ork is going to look, and I am well satisfied with its appear- 
-in fact I believe it will not suffer in comparison with the 
he dmonton school. the white joint looks well against 
ba ound. We are making a 3/8" struck weather Jol! 


1he commonbricks rival Joseph's famous coat, and repre- 
sent most, if not all, the colours of the rainbow. ome of them are 
almost white, which 4 was going to condemn as eing undervurnt, but 
on closer examination, I found that they were as hard as the othe 
The difference in colour can only be accounted for by the light 
coloured bricks being made from a different clay than the red ones. 
Among the common bricks are a ood sprinkling of 3en i-vitrified ones, 
very dark in colour, and just what we n¢ eded to carry out tne 
Architect's request that dark red bricks be used for lintels and trin, 
and which will introduce a nice bit of detgil to the face brickwork. 
I have personally worted out a great many of these dark bricks, which 
have been set aside for tne purpose inte nded when the brickwork reaches 
that stage. he recreation rvoms in the basement have been lined with 
the common bricks, and the wall look passably well considering the 
material we had to use. It is a good strong job, well suited to the 


walls of a play-room. 


Hegarding the elimination of cement mortar, and the 
changing to lime mortar, in the wumended specificutions, I would say 
that in this respect we are not fully carrying out the change called 
for. I have felt that thereis a point beyond which stability might be 


sacrificed, and it seemed to me advisable to metain some cement in the 
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more especially in view of the reduction in the th mess of the 
main*walls. I discussed this point with mr. mitche » and he shared 
my opinion that some cement should be retained to give greater 
strength. We are, therefore, using half a shovefful of cement per 
wheelbarrow full of mortar in both the brick and tile work, this is 
nit a rich mixture, and the addéd expense will not be very great. wr. 
Mitchell knows I have no authority to add to the cost of tl} building, 
and he states that, even if his firm never get paid or the cement, he 
would not feel that tne cement should be entirely omitted. 


The contractors have several men at work makin,;: the 
cast-concrete in the place of the cut stone originally spevified. they 
are fortunate in having two men in their empluy who have had experience 
in this special work, and the results so @ar are fairly satisfactory. 
The workmen are performing this work in t open, without any protec- 
tion from sun or weather, which condition is not as favourable for 
good work as where a shed is provided and the maturing of the coui- 
crete is retarded. However, until the last ay or two the weather has 
been cool and showery, which was favourable to the work. I will watch 
this branch of the work closely, and, ifn €ssary, will ask that the 
freshly-made pieces be covered with boards, and dampened to retard the 
hardening process On the whole, the cast-stone is promising well, and 
will probably s=rve the purpose as well as the expensive cut stone. it 
seems somewhat presumptuous for mere man to assume to do in a few days 
what it took Mother Nature thoudands of years to accomplish! 


As stated in a previous letter, we have had a great deal of 
moisture, starting on the 3rd of June and continuing at inter- 
vals throughout the month. ‘he contractors, having their crew camped 
on the site, did not lose a great deal of time, for often a heavy 
rain would end suddenly, when the men would resume their work. “he 
heavy rains caused our foundations to be flooded a number of times, 
which caused me some uneasiness in consequence of the added danger of 
settlement. The contractors always put men tu work to remoee the water 
wnen requested to do so, but, in spite of the frequent removal of the 
water, some softening of the foundation soil could scarcely be avoided. 
I have since been watching my foundation walls very closely, and only 
in one instance have I detected aiy evidence of trouble. 4t one point, 
about 15' from the N. #, corner of the gain building a crack has devel- 
oped vertically across the footing and foundation wall. I noticed it 
first a week @o, and have observed it @osely since, It is a very 
narrow cr.ck, less than an eighth of an inch in width, and has not 
opened any wider since I first noticed it. I do not think it will give 
ws any trouble, nor affect the building adversely in any way. I think 
the cause of it is in the softness of the foundation soil in places, 
aggravated, no doubt, by the excessive rains. I am very glad that we 
were allowed to increase the size of the footings, for, had we not done 
so, it is possible that we would have had other and more serious crack 
from unequal sett lement. 


there are eight bricklayers at work, and the quality of 
their work is ®out average, In the crucial matter of filling all their 
joints with mortar they are Gefective, and 4 am forced to the 
conclusion that filling all joints with mortar is fast becoming one of 
the lost arts. “owev er, by dint of frequent remindrrs, they are ding 
fairly well in that respect, and 14 think our brickwork will be better 
than the avera ge done throughout the country. In all other respects, 
epart from not comp@etely filling all joints with mortar, the bricklays 
seem good careful workmen, the same brick foreman that was employed on 
the Edmonton school is looking after the brickwork here.

The credit for the.flooring is an exceptionally good 
one owing to us having found a way to offset some of the extra 
freight. We can get carl.ad price on Birch flooring from Winnipeg 
and then ship it with the wood trim, and while this is a higher 
rate than direct carload fro the Hast to Cardston, it is less 
than L.C.i. shivments. We have also figured on a saving in freight 
rates with respect to the Fir floort,. If you order ceiling 
boards as suggested, they can come forward with the Fir flooring 
from a British Columbiamill which will give us é@arload freight 
rate. 


The omission of a coat of paint could be very well made 
and the job woild then be ecual to the average run of work done 
at the present time. 


We believe the change to galvanized wire would we an 
advantage. We bave found that the copper wire is very tender 
and the screens need to be very carefully handled, @nd as 4 
rule, the wear and tear of handling this soft copper wire 
seems to offset very often its non perishing ualities. Un 
the other hand, a galvanized wire does not suffer in this regard 
and further, the galvanized appears to resist the decay of time. 
I have seen galvanized wire after twenty years wear apparently 
in as good state of preservation as the day it was put on. 


My absence from the City has hindered gathering this 
data and th progress of the wor now demands as quick @ 
decision as possible, If youagree to these suggestions and 
I hope very much you will, will you please wireus to this 
effect and shipment of ceiling boards and Fir flooring will 
take place immediately. 


Re water supply. We have gone very thoroughly into 
the cuestion of suitable mechanical means of providing water 
supply and have come to the conclusion that a deep well pum, 
driven from a special counter shaft will be the most economical 
way of solving the problem.

Tensile strength 55,000 to 65,000 pounds per square inch. 

Yield point not less than one-half the tensile strength. 

Elongation in eight inches, minimum percent 1,500,000 divided by the tensile strength. 

Cold bend test, 180 degrees flat on itself without fracture on outside of bent portion for 
material under %4” thick and 180 degrees around two thicknesses without fracture for ma- 
terial 34” and over. 
ROOF PLATES. 

Roof plates may be made by any process, but must be of # grade that will pass surface 
inspection. 


WORKMANSHIP. 
JOINTS IN COMPRESSION MEMBERS. 
Joints in compression members will be planed so that good contact will be secured be- 
tween the abutting ends. 
PUNCHING. 
Punching will be accurately done. The necessary machinery will be in first-class condition. 
RIVET SPACING. 


In general for work requiring caulking, holes will be spaced not more than ten times the 
thickness of the thinnest part connected.

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RIVETS. 

Rivets will completely fill the holes, and will be either hand driven or power driven at 
the option of the Horton Steel Works, Limited. 
CAULKING. 


Tanks made of plates over one-eighth inch in thickness will be made water tight by 
caulking only. No foreign substance of any description will be put in the laps between 
such plates. 

FORMING PLATES. 

Tank plates, both sides and bottom, will be shaped cold. If necessary, small detail pieces 

may be bent hot without annealing. 


DETAILS OF CONSTRUCTION. 
COMPRESSION MEMBERS. 


Compression members will be of the open type, to allow for inspection and painting. 
Splices in main columns will be located as near as practicable to the horizontal struts so as to 
secure the greatest rigidity. 

COLUMN BASES. 


Column bases will be designed so that they can be easily cleaned and painted and will 
not collect water or dirt. They will be of such size and so constructed as to properly dis- 
tribute the load on the foundations. 

CIRCULAR GIRDER AND BALCONY. 


A circular girder will be provided at the connection of the posts to the tank to resist 
the horizontal shear and bending moments due to the horizontal components of the stresses 
in the inclined tower columns. This girder will serve as the floor of the baleony and will be 
provided with a substantial steel railing around its outer edge. When the tower columns 
are vertical, or the capacity of the tank is not in excess of 12,500 gallons, the balcony will 
be omitted unless otherwise shown on the plan. 

POST CONNECTIONS. 


Post connections to the tank, in order to avoid eccentric loading on the tower columns, 
will be so made that the center of gravity of the column section intersects the center of the 
connection between the bottom and side of the tank. 

RODS. 

Rods used in tower bracing will be square or round in eross section, with enlarged screw 
ends and provision for adjustment. 

ROOF. 


The roof will be conical in form, made of steel or iron sheets cold riveted and securely 
fastened to the tank. An ornamental finial will be secured to the apex of the roof. A suitable 
hatch will be provided near the ladder to permit ready access to the inside of the tank. 
LADDER. 

Unless otherwise stated in the proposal, a ladder will extend from the apex of the steel 
roof to the circular girder of the tank. This ladder can be revolved entirely around the tank 
so that the roof and outside of the tank are easily accessible for inspection and painting. When 
the posts are inclined a short vertical ladder will extend from the circular girder to a tower 
column; unless otherwise specified in the proposal, the lattice column itself will serve as a 
ladder from this point to the ground. 

EXPANSION JOINT. 


When the tank bottom is elevated thirty feet or more above the ground or buildihg roof 
an expansion joint will be furnished connecting the riser pipe to the bottom of the tank. In 
order to prevent contact between two iron surfaces and the consequent trouble from corrosion, 
this joint will be made with a cast-iron shell having a brass gland and a brass wearing 
surface. A short piece of pipe machined to proper size will be furnished with the expansion 
joint. This piece of pipe will not be put in place nor the expansion joint packed by the Hor 
tori Steel Works, Limited unless its contract includes the erection of the riser pipe. 
ANCHOR BOLTS. 

‘Anchor bolts, if same are included in the proposal, will be furnished F. 0. B. cars at 
delivery point via less carload freight and are to be set in the foundations by the foundation 
builder. The anchor bolts will be of sufficient size to resist the uplift due to the wind when 
the tank is empty. Anchor bolts will not be furnished for tanks that go on buildings unless 


30 stated in the proposal 
PAINTING. 

Before leaving the shop all steel work, except the contiguous surfaces of tank plates, will 
receive one coat of graphite or equally good paint. After erection the entire tower and tank 
both outside and inside, will be given a coat of graphite or equally good paint. 

If the erection is completed with the exception of the painting and at such time the weather 
conditions are unsuitable for painting, the structure is to be accepted by the purchaser as 
complete without such painting, but it is expressly understood that a reasonable sum shal) 
be reserved by the purchaser out of the contract price to cover the cost of the painting. 
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ACCESSORY ITEMS. 
(Not furnished unless 80 stated in the proposal.) 
INDICATOR. 

The indicator will consist of a target sliding vertically on 4 channel over a graduated 
seale. The target will be connected by a brass chain which passes over two pulleys at the 
top of the tank, to a suitable float inside the tank. The indicator will not be furnished unless 
so stated in the proposal. 

INLET PIPE. 

Standard cast-iron pipe will be used for the riser pipe, unless wrought pipe is specified. 
At proper intervals this pipe will be stayed to the main posts by horizontal rods. The inlet 
pipe will not be furnished unless so stated in the proposal, 

FROST CASING. 

Where the climate makes it necessary to protect the water in the riser from freezing 4 
frost casing should be built around the riser pipe. This frost casing will generally be circular 
in form and built of one or more thicknesses Ef lumber as the climate demands. At the con- 
nection between the frost casing and the tank bottom, a removable steel-covered section of 
the frost casing will be provided so constructed as to permit expansion of the frost casing 
and allow access to the tank riser expansion joint and other pipe connections. If the work 
furnished by others is not completed so that the Horton Steel Works, Limited can build the 
frost casing immediately upon completion of its other work, the purchaser shall compensate 
it for the expense of delays or of sending men back to construct the frost casing. To avoid 
danger of freezing in a cold climate the water in the riser pipe must be kept in circulation or 
some means of heating provided. This casing will not prevent freezing in the riser pipe, if 
the water is allowed to remain stationary for any length of time. The frost casing will not 
be furnished unless so stated in the proposal. 


ERECTION CONDITIONS. 


The purchaser is to provide a suitable unobstructed roadway to the tank site and a clear 
space immediately adjacent to the tank site for the storage of materials and tools. Prior to 
the starting of the erection of the tower, excavations for the pipe work or other construction 
between the foundations, or in the immediate vicinity thereof, shall be filled in and obstruc- 
tions removed by the purchaser. 

Any overhead obstructions to the erection, such as telephone and electric wires or other 
overhead lines, shall be removed by the purchaser at his own expense before the erection is 


started. 
TANKS ON BUILDINGS. 


The erection of a tank upon a building involves concentrated loads upon the walls, foun- 
dations and other parts thereof, which necessitates a most careful examination of the building 
structure, to make sure that the load of the contemplated tank can be safely carried in the 
manner proposed. If the structure covered by these specifications is erected on a building, 
the Horton Steel Works, Limited assumes no responsibility whatsoever for the stability of 


the building, or any part thereof 
CLEANING UP. 


Upon completion of the erection the Horton Steel Works, Limited will remove or dis. 
pose of all rubbish and other unsightly material caused by its operations and will leave the 
premises in as good condition as it found them. 


TEST. 


Upon completion of the erection, the structure will be tested by filling the tank with water 
and any leaks or other defects which may appear will be repaired so as to leave the tank in 
absolutely first-class condition. The purchaser shall make connections, furnish and pump 
sufficient water for making all tests promptly. In case the purchaser is not prepared to test 
the tank upon completion of the erection he shall compensate the Horton Steel Works, Lim- 
ited for expense of delays to the erection crew or for the expense of sending men back 
later to witness test and repair leaks if necessary. 


EXTENSION OF TIME. 


Any period of delay caused by the failure or default of the purchaser, or by the failure 
or default of any owner, sub-contractor, or third party, to furnish material, or to do work as 
agreed upon with the Horton Steel Works, Limited or by the failure or default of any common 
carrier to transport material for said works, according to the prevailing schedule of transpor- 
tation in effect at the date of the contract, or by strikes or lockouts of workmen, or by acci- 
dents, or by the action of mobs or the public enemy, or by war, or by any other acts of law- 
lessness, interrupting the said work, or destroying or injuring the material therefor; or by the 
act of Providence, or by inclement weather, or by other unavoidable causes, shall be added 
to the time for the completion of the structure. 
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PAYMENT AND TITLE. of 


Upon default of the purchaser in making any payment when due, or in carrying out any 
of the conditions of the contract, the entire purchase price shall at once at the option of the 
Horton Steel Works, Limited become due and payable, 

The title to all material furnished by the Horton Steel Works, Limited for this struc 
ture, until fully paid for, shall be and remain in the Horton Steel’ Works Limited and all 
such material shall at ail’ times be and remain, and shall be considered as personal property, 
notwithstanding the mode or manner in which such personal property shall be annexed or 
attached to the realty, and in the event of any default by the purchaser, the Horton Steet 
Works, Limited may at once and without process of law, take Possession of any and all mate 
rial used or intended for use in this structure, and remove same from the premises as and 
for its property 


INDEMNITY. 


The Horton Steel Works, Limited agrees to indemnify the purchaser from all claims 
and demands for damages or compensation from injuries to persons or property caused by 
the negligence of the Horton Steel Works, Limited ‘in the erection of this structure. 


PERMITS. 


The Horton Steel Works, Limited will furnish such stress sheets and plans of the water 
tower as y necess to secure building permits and licenses for the erection of the 
structure, Such building permits and licenses must be procured by the purchaser at his 
own expense, before erection is started 


FOUNDATIONS. 


The purchaser shall furnish the foundations, including the reinforcing steel, unless other 
wise stated in the proposal. he foundations shall be built and the anchor bolts set as shown 
on plans which the Horton Stee! Works, Limited will furnish The cost of any delay in 

ting erection, which y be caused by the foundations be Ing lnproperly construeted or the 
anchor bolts being incorre tly set, shall be borne by the purchaser, 

In furnishing the foundation plans it must be clearly understood that the Horton St 1 
Works, Limited acts only in a professional ¢ ipacity and assumes no re ponsibility whatsoever 
for the load the soil will safely sustain Unless notified by the purchaser of ‘unusual soil 
conditions, the foundations will be designed for a maximuin pressure on the soil of two tons 
per square foot. They will also be of sufficient weight to resist, with a proper factor of safety

The broken stone or gravel must not be ger 2” in any dimension and 
must be entirely free from dirt or any foreign substan le material must be thoroughly 
mixed and immediately deposited in place Any concrete which has been allowed to even 
partially set must not be put in the foundations. The concrete in the top 12” of the founda 
tong must be enriched by doubling the amount of Portland ment specified above 

When the foundations are built by the Horton Steel Works Limited and conditions are 
found such as to require extra excavation, wet excavation or more concrete, materials or labor 
than is called for on the foundation plans, the Horton Steel Works Limited shall be com 
pensated for the additional expense involved

Sir,- 


For some time past I have been expecting a visit from the 
Indian Commissioner (Mr.Graham) and a number of items on which 
I want official decisions have been @eferred in expectation of 
his arrival. The sheet metal contractor has practically completed 
his work, and intends returning to Winnipeg almost at once. In 
his department are two instances in which I would like decisions 
before he leaves. 

I would have referred these matters to Mr.Graham, as 
instructed to do, but, according to the papers, he is at present 
absent from Regina, and is reported as being at Edmonton in 
connection with the formal opening of the new Indian School there. 
I have, therefore, deemed it advisable to send you a night letter 
dealing with the two items of sheet metal work, so as to have an 
official decision prior to the metal contractor leaving, and I have 
wired you as follows; - 

LOUVRE IN SPIRE ADMITS RAIN & SNOW IN DRIVING STORMS. 
CONTRACTORS RECOMMEND LINING INSIDE LOUVRE WITH GALVANIZED 
IRON WITH BOTTOM TURNED OUT TO DISCHARGE ON ROOF COSTING 
FIFTY TWO DOLLARS. STOP. SHOULD BASEMENT LAVATORY VENTS BE 
EXTENDED TO VENT TOILET AREAS INSTEAD OF BATHS COSTING 
FORTY SEVEN DOLLARS. 
E.GARDNER-SMITH. 


I think the items mentioned in the telegram are self explanatory. 
Regarding the louvres, although there 16 a splendid slope to the 
shutters, yet the driving storms get through, causing a heavy drip- 
ping of water. At the Edmonton school the contractors boarded the 
louvre up solid, yet the driving rain, following the boarding down, 
came through on the ceilings, and something more will have to be 
done there. By using sheet metal all the way down the louvre, and 
with the lower edge turned out on the slope of the tom shutter, 
like on a window sill, leakage should be Pe tectunlt Ge addi tion 


to lining the louvres with sheet metal, as described,” it is intended 
to carry down angle strips of gal. iron on the exterior angles 
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oy 2. 


between the louvres, 80 458 to make an absolutely watertight job 
where otherwise a slight shrinkage of the posts might leave 
slight vertical openings. 


Regarding the vents in basement toilets, the plan 
shows these leading to the bathrooms. Would it not be better to 
extend them to the rooms containing the toilets? 


As stated in the telegram the estimated cost of 
the louvre protection is *52.00; and the extension to the basement 


vents x@ is quoted at 447.00, poth of which estimates include 
the contractors' 10%. 


The work of the general contract is well advanced, 
and it is expected that steam heat will be available within ten 
days. The sewage disposal plant is now being installed. 


Are the bakery oven and kitchen range likely to arrive 
soon? I would like to get them set up, and see that they are in 
proper working order. 


The weather continues fine and mild, following the 
rain and snowstorm of three weeks ago.

The general contractors have asked me if it is the Department's 
wish that they install the lockers for the dormitories and play- 
rooms; the dining room tables and benches; flour bins, shelving, etc, 
in the bakery; shelving as needed in dairy; a pantry-cupboard in 
the Rev. Principal's kitchen; benches in the playrooms in basement; 
and any other fittings or articles that the Department may consider 
necessary. 

The contractors expect to be through with the carpen- 
try work in the building inside of two weeks, and are desirous of 
knowing if they are to perform the additional work alluded to. 


Regarding the bakery oven, kitchen range, laundry 
stove, kitchen utensils, school furnishings, etc, the building will 
be ready to receive these things within the next few days. While 
not wishing to intrude myself in matters that I may not be expected 
to concern myself with, yet I might, without impropriety, mention 
that I would be pleased to assist in the procuring of these articles 
if the Department so wishes. 


The foundations for the water tower are being 
put in to-day in accordance with the plan submitted by Claydon Co., 
and, presumably, checked and approved by the Department's Architect. 
We are making the concrete a 1 to 4 mixture, and are reinforcing 
the footings with 4" steel bars. 


I hope to send my usual monthly report on the 
progress of the work, within a day or two.

On the ground and first floors of the school are 
seven bedrooms, a parlour staff room, the matron's office, the 
boy's study, and the store room off the jst floor passage,(on the 
way to the rear balcony) which have doors with the top part glass. 
The glass measures 23"x 33". The glass for these doors ha not 
yet been put in. The purpose of the glass is to admit borrowed 
light to the corridors. I wonder if it was your intention to have 
these doors glazed with muranese glass in order to prevent any 
visibility into these rooms from the corridors? I have asked the 


contractor to defer glazing these doors until I learn your wish 
in the matter. 


The contractor states that it would cost 415 extra to 
put in figured glass as compared with the cost of plain glass. 


The steel partitions provided for the lavatories and 
basement bathrooms have been erected, in accordance with the 
amended specifications. The large steel screen shown on the plan, 
and passing in front of the toilets, was cut out in the changes.

3.LBokers in Dormitories and Recreation Rooms.As lockers are un- 
questionably a necessity in ea the six dormitories and in 
each of the two recreation rooms, and no arrs ment had apparent- 
ly been made for their provision, I was apprehensive that this 
necessity might have be Overlooked also. As these will take some 
time to m and their non-provision delay the opening of the 
School, immediate action in this respect is important. 


4eAsh Hoists An ash hoist has not been provided and reouires no 
\ comment to explain the great convenience it would bee I learned 
* during my visit that a new telescopic ash hoist purchased for the 
‘\\ Cardston Municipeal Hospital at a cost of 3400. but never used as 
it was too large for the Shaft, might be purchased for much less « 
possibly half of the original cost - and as it would suit the 
School's purpose, would recommend that it be secured and installed. 


5. Porch over rear Entrance of Principal's Residence. As the prevailing 
winds are from the West, and at the time of my visit had piled a 
deep quantity of snow over the steps and against the rear entrance 
of the Principal's residence on the West side the erection of a 
porch,with steps leading from the platform down by the side of the 


wall instead of at right angles to it,would add greatly to the 
comfort of this part of the building. 


6ePorch over the outside Entrance to the Chapele A porch over the 
outside entrance to the chapel would also add comfort to this part 
of the building. 


+7.Soft Water Tank. As the water in School wells contains a considerable 
amount of soda, and soft water will be required from time to time 
for filling the boilers,washing ete., the conservation of soft 
water is necessary for these and other purposes, and a soft water 
tank should be provided. 


+68-sPoultry House. As no poultry house has been provided and one will 
be required as soon as the School is opened, I learned from the 
gontractor that he would sell fifty feet of his cook house for

As one large stock barn with a silo 
attached, f he one built at the Old Sun School, would 

have met th 1e new StePaul's School better than the 

two smaller buildings about to be erected, I cannot but express 

to you my very keen regret that some reference was not made to 
me,or #0 some other representative of our Society, before the 

plans were finally adopted and the contract awarded. The almost 
invariable method of procedure adopted by your Department in the 
past, whereby copies of plans and specifications of important 
buildings about to be erected for our Society were submitted to one 
or more of its representatives for suggestions before the work of 
construction was actually begun, possessed so many defided advantag- 
es that I am quite at a loss to understand the reason why, in this 
particular instance, it has not been followed, and I can only hope 
in the highest and best interests of the cooperative system of 
administration which our Society and your Department have so 
successfully pursued during the past few years that the usual 
method of procedure may be fully restored and maintained. 


As the contract for the erection of the stables has 
already been awarded to the above-mentioned contractor, and the 
materials already ordered by him,it is now,I fear, too late to ask 
for a reconsideration of this important matter, but I am strongly of 
the opinion that the stables for the cows should have a silo,owing 
to the large quantity of milk which will be required to meet the 
needs of the School, and that the stable for the horses should be 
enlarged so as to provide what is termed a "maternity ward" for 
a brood mare, and an additional double or bom stall.

If you will kindly give the above matters your early and 
Sympathetic consideration, 1¢ sue instructions accordingly, you 
will do much to relieve our Society of the anxiety which is now 
felt in connexion therewith, and help to bring the whole plant up 
to that state of efficiency and completion which is neces ary before 
it can be considered ready for occupation.

In my last monthly report I indicated that the e¢ eneral contrac 
was likely to be completed during the month of November, but there 
still remains some interior work yet to be done before the building 
is completed. The contractors have been largely occupied in the 
work of the outside services which were additional to the main 
contract, and, for that reason, the completion of the inside work 
has been delayed. 


The weather during November has been generally broken 
have been two snow storms, and a number of very windy days. 
snow drifted badly, and, for several days, the roads were almost 
impassable. We also experienced very low temperatures for so early 
in the winter, reaching a minimum temperature of 17 degrees below 
zero on the 11th inst. During the latter half of the month the 
weather has been mild again, but frequent high winds have been a 
source of annoyance and delay to the contractors, especiaaly as 
they ha been engaged in erecting the 60' framed water tower and 
20,000%¢ank, with housing. It so happened that the last two Sun- 
days weren free from wind, and the contractors and their crew have 
ed on Sundays too. 


The sewage disposal system has been satisfactorily 


pleted, with the exception of putti more earth covering over 
the sewer line where it crosses a depression, and prtecting the

Trae has been some disfigurement of plaster in a number oF oe 
caused by leakage from the gutters previous to the soldering . > 1e 
joints, as mentioned in my last report. The contractors will be 
required to restore this damage before the building is accepted. 


On the night of the 15th inst. we experienced a wind of 
almost cyclonic intensity, and it was found next morning that the r 
brick gable over the Principal's entrance suffered the loosening of 
the brickwork. This gable seemed to receive the force of the wind 
deflected by the main building. The construction of this gable was 
face brick lined with hollow tile, and is only a small gable. We 
have rebuilt this gable in solid brick, and have put in a number of 
iron rods carried back and secured to the rafters, in addition to 
the ordinary brick ties, so it should be proof against a recurrence 
of such trouble. I am very glad it happened while the contractors 
were still here. The main gables suffered no damage from the gale, 
nor has there been any other damage of any kind. 

I am hoping that the kitchen range and bakery oven will 
amive while the contractors are here, for Openings will have to be 
made in the bakery chimney. We have a few glazed tile left, which 
we will use in making good where the range smoke pipe will enter 
the chimney. 


The erection of the horse barn and dairy barn is now 
being carried out by the foreman sent from Regina, and local men 
he has picked up. Through the courtesy of the Claydon Company, he 
has been able to use Claydon's facilities. As I received no instruct- 
ions in the matter I assumed that it was not the Department's 


intention that I exercise any supervision over the barn work, 
concern myself with it in any way.

Mr. Smith has raised the point that owing to 
the very high winds prevalent in that part, extra 
precautfon should be taken to prevent injury from 
this source, and this is further emphasized by our 
Mr. Mitchell. 


You will see from the blue prints sent you 
sometime ago, that we are putting into this structure 
by way of anchorage, etc., and in addition to the 
structural hardware mentioned previously, we are 
making further metal connections between the joists 
and the 12 x 12 posts, to insure house from being 
blown off the tower by the heavy winds. 


Do you think further precautions aré necessary? 
If so, I would suggest three 5/8 guy wires to suitable 
concrete anchors. Kimily advise us.

With reference to the final certificate (No. 12) which I issued 
to-day to Claydon Company, Limited, the general contractors for the 
above-mentioned work, in full payment of their contract, including 
extras, and excess over the lump sum allowance for outside services, - 
Lt will me noticed that I mentioned on the face of the certificate 
that details of extras allowed would be found on a separate sheet. I 
now enclose said sheet, showing that extras of $5,964.76, and excess 
over the allowance of WRRRRxRRx $5000.CO amounting to $3957.05, have 
been added to the certificate, bringing the complete total of contract 
and extras to $133,153.40. These figures will be bett understood by 
reference to the statement enclosed. 


Before issuing the final certificate I received from the 
contractors the signed guarantee of all materials and workmanship 
against defects for a period of 12 months, as called for in the 
apecifications. 


I have to-day accepted the bui lding from Claydon Co., and 
have returned to them their fire insurance pojicies. I wired the Depart - 
ment to-day of the completion and acceptance of the building; and IT 
have also notified the Indian Agent, Mr.Faunt, and the Rev. Principal, 
Canon Middleton. The building is now in the charge of a competent care- 
taker and engineer, who had the advantage of being thoroughly instructed 
by the contractors in the care of the heating plant and mechanical 
services, and I believe everything of that kind will be well looked 
after. The contractors,and all their men, have left for their respective 
homes. 

Canon Middleton informed me that it will be imposes ble for the 
staff and pupils to move into the new building until the various fur- 
nishings and equipment arrive. Some articles are now at the Cardston 
station, but the bulk of the equipment and supplies have not yet 


arrived. The Principal hopes the moving in may be accomplished during 
the month of January. 


The weather during December could scarcely have been worse, and 
gave considerable trouble to the contractors in connection with the work 
of building the tower and elevated water tank. Intense cold (45 below) 
with piercing winds, caused the freezing and bursting of pipes, and a 
lot of tearing down, and subsequent making good after, at considerable 
cost. By keeping the heating boilers going full blast day and night, it 


was possible to keep the building comfortably warm in mog*t of the rooms, 
but in those rooms exposed +t 


to the wind, there was some freezing trouble, 
owing principally-if not entirely- to the absence of storm windows. 


I will write a separate report reviewing the recent work 
accomplished, but I will now devote myself to explanations of the 
various items which are additional to the original contract. These I am 
segregating under Schedules A.& B. The items coming under A. are those 
sundry items classed as ordinary extras; while the remaining items, 


classed under B. are those included under a lump sum allowance mage in 
the contract,of $5000.00, and it ie the excesa over this sum that is 


near credited to the contractors. The explanations follow on separate 
sheets.

Scott:- 


I beg tO acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 26th inst. 


With respect to the $1000 still retained, we 
appreciate having some reason given us for it and, although 
we do not object to $1000 being held for a while, we cannot 
agree that the condition of the tank in the water tower 
Warrants it. This tank, like all other wooden tanks, will 
leak for quite a while. When the water was first pumped in 
to it, as was expected, it leaked very much, but this to 
anyone with the least experience with wooden tank work is 
not regarded as a fault. 


I have had similar experiences around railway 
tanks and have not yet seen one which has absolutely no 
leakage and it cannot be guaranteed that a 20000gallon 
wooden tank will be absolutely without leakage. 


In confirmation of the above, I would suggest 
you or Mr. Crr, at your convenience, examine a few of the 
railway water tanks around Cttawa, and then discuss the matter 
with any of the railway engineers who have charge of them. 


I think by this time the tank at Cardston, or at 
any rate the lower portion of it, is about swelled to mormal. 
Before leaving Cardston, our Mr. Mitchell explained to the 
caretaker there that he would have to swell the tank by 
degrees and, thet as the swelling arose along the staves of 
the tank, so it could be filled, with a minimum of leakage, 
and then being thoroughly swelled it could be kept full without 
undue leakage. 


I offer the above explanation, not as a protest 
against the retention of $1000, but to affirm that the condition 
of the tank is quite satisfactory and would be deemed so by 
any authotity experienced in the use of wooden tanks. 


I thank you for your telegram yesterday advising 
of bonds being returned to us and again express appreciation

Some time. previous to moving the children to the new 
tehool, thé Rev. Principal advised me itmt the bell system throughout 
the new. building.was not working, and ‘that: he ‘felt some hesitancy 
about bringing the children until the tells wére working again, having 
specially the fire alarm system in mind. 


I at oneé called on the electrical contractora, and saw 
Ur. Brotherston. He said that he could not imagine the cause of the 
trouble, as he had left everything in perfect order, and. it had also 
been. checked up by the Underwriters’ Inspector. I suggested that he 
first write a letter to the Local engineer, mentioning possible causes 
of the trouble, and wait until he heard further before going to the 
expense of the trip. He did this, and after a tine further word cane 
that the system was still out of order. Ae Canon Middieton seemed 
hervous about bringing in the children with the fire gong not working, 
{ told. Brotherston that he had better: go down and remedy whatever was 
causing the trouble; and that.1f the troubke was not the result. of 
any defects for which he was responsible, I thought 1t likely that he 
would. be reimbursed for the coat of hig trip. 


He’ found that. the cause of the trouble was eimply 4 
burnt out fuse, which te remedied by replacement in half a minute. 7 
bell system wae tn nerfect. order, and as the fault was not his, he

Afterwards the tau was reduced in width and 
made longer, with the result thet our final propos ition provided 
for a 5” top. we have no information here as to how deep tank 
is placed below the surface. We understood, however, it was 
difficult to secure sufficient fall. This would mean that perhaps 
tank is not far pelow the surface, and until we find out more 
about it cannot judge #8 to the wisdom of putting only a wood top

Suppose for instance tank is buried under 6 ft. 
of earth which at 100 lbs. to the foot would give 600 lbs. weight 
on each square foot of the roof. This, of course, would be more 
than even a 5" slab would be expected to carry. We think it would 
be best to report to you depth tank is velow surface as soon as 
we find this out.
